“Symphonic healing” 


A new method for the treatment of disease by the simul- 
taneous use of musical, colored light, delicate perfumes, and 
electrical high-frequency currents, all the vibrations being 
harmonically related and attuned to the receptivity of the 
individual patient. f 

- Health and Harmony are terms so frequently associated 
as to be often employed synonymously; without harmony 
perfect physical and mental health is impossible. 


“The Human organism may be compared to a sym- 
phony orchestra,—the different organs representing the 
various instruments, while the individual players may be 
likened to the nerves and ganglia governing each func- 
tion, controlled and supervised by the conscious intelh- 
gence through the central nervous system (analogous to 
the’ Conductor; or = Musical. director)... - Suppression: “or 
alteration of any one function disturbs the equilibrium 
of the whole body, just as a single instrument playing 
out of tune will destroy the harmony of an entire or- 
chestra.” (Quoted from “Modern Electro-therapeutics,” 
Desc te Strong.) 


The healing of discordant mental and physical conditions 
by the use of color, music, perfume, etc., was used as a 
method of therapeutics in Ancient Greece and was mentioned 
by Pythagoras and Hippocrates. *It was used not only to 
restore but to promote and maintain physical and mental 
health. The recognition and use of this harmonic relation- 
ship between the human organism and its environment had 
undoubted influence in producing the perfection of body, 
clarity and poise of mind and flexibility of the emotions for 
which the ancient Greeks were noted. 


The present age, with its crash and jar,—stress and strain, 
—headache and nerve tension,—is the direct antithesis of the 
“Golden Age” of Greece. That this era of iron and brass 
should have produced a type of disease unknown to previous 
periods is only natural when we consider the discord in our 


environment and its effect on individuals. We. are often 
called a “Race of Neurasthenics”; nervous exhaustion, in-. 


somnia, melancholia, etc., are manifestations of a too common 
condition resulting from our abnormal methods of life: (often 
called “Americanitis”;). ; 


Music, flowers, cheerful surroundings, etc., have long been 
recognized as valuable factors in restoring nervous. invalids 
to health, but the use of harmonically related vibrations of 
different types tuned and adapted to the various nerve cen- 
tres of the patient is an entirely modern idea.. It has re- 
cently been formulated into a scientific system, the remark- 


able results of which would seem to justify the correctness . 


of the theory upon which it is based. Briefly stated this 
hypothesis is as follows:—For every individual there is a 
keynote or rate of vibration to which the various nerve cen- 


tres normally respond, and which corresponds mathematically _ 
to a certain note in the diatonic or septenary scale. Occult-* 


ists of all schools and even modern psychologists recognize 
this individual keynote, and it is a well known fact that 
themes played in a certain key will affect a given individual 
more intensely than if placed in any other part of the scale. 
Many celebrated composers have had favorite keys in which 
their best compositions were usually placed. Healing music 
must be produced from instruments like the organ which 
give sustained tones producing a sense of relaxation and re- 
pose, whereas the percussive effects as from the piano, man- 
dolin, drum, etc., are exciting, and like all stimulants are 
followed by a weakening reaction. 


In addition to the musical vibrations we have (Ist) those 
which affect the sympathetic nerves controlling digestion and 
circulation; these are electrical vibrations and produce no 
conscious sensation; (2nd) light waves which produce har- 
monious effects through their respective colors; and (3rd) 
the complex vibrations of an (at present) unknown nature, 
which act upon the nerves of the sense of‘smell. 

Dr: Frederick Finch - Strong, “lecturer: on-Eleéectricity, 24 
Tufts Medical School, has been experimenting along these 
lines for the past fifteen years, and has perfected a system 
in which nervous and mental diseases are successfully treated 
by what is known as “Symphonic sensation.” Every nerve 
centre of the patient is made to respond to the particular 


keynote or rate of vibration which is found to produce the 
most perfect sense of rest and relaxation. The technique 
employed is as follows,— 


The patient reclines upon a couch in the centre of a room 
the walls of which are draped in black; the ceiling is white 
and is illuminated indirectly by banks of lamps, every seventh 
lamp being of the same color; the colors employed are as 
follows, each color corresponding mathematically to a note 
in the diatonic scale:—Red, (C); Pink, (D); Orange, (4); 
Velow. (Ff )5 Green, CG): Blue, (A).3-Violet; (BY. This-ar 
rangement differs slightly from the spectral colors as ordin- 
arily given: pink being introduced between the red and 
orange, and indigo being omitted. The couch upon. which 
the patient reclines is connected with a special electrica! 
high-frequency apparatus invented by Dr. Strong, which 
gives the seven rates of vibration corresponding to the 
diatonic scale of the twenty-first octave. ‘These are used to 
restore or promote harmonious action in the nerve centres 
which govern organic function (digestion, circulation, etc.). 
The patient is first relaxed by a few minutes of general elec- 
tric treatment. The room is then flooded with soft light, 
one tint after another, until a color is obtained which pro- 
duces a sense of rest and harmony upon the patient. This 
is taken as the “keynote”; it varies with different patients, 
but is always the same for a given individual. Soft music 
is then played in a-lower octave of the same key. Soft adagio 
effects from muted strings, and themes in major keys being 
usually selected. If a Victrola be used the correct key may 
be obtained by adjusting the speed of the motor. Still better 
results may be obtained from the instruments themselves if 
suitably played. The choralcelo, pipe-organ, harp, cello, 
violin and zither are the best instruments for the production 
of healing music. 


The electrical apparatus is now adjusted to the “keynote’”’ 
of the patient in the appropriate octave. For example, if 
the patient is most effectually relaxed and rested by soft blue 
light his “keynote” will be registered as “A”: (blue, in the 
color scale,) (light vibrations are in the 49th cctave,—from 
three hundred trillion to six hundred trillion per second.) 
Music is then played in the key of A Major,—the patient’s 
musical taste being consulted in the selection of the composi-

CIENTIFIC progress during the past 
three decades has, perhaps surpast 
that of all preceding ages; but we 
are still in the kindergarten class 
when we compare what is known 
with that which is still to be discovered. 
To discover means prac- 
tically the same as to un- 
cover, implying that the 
truth or fact was there all 
the time but was hidden, | 
covered, occluded, or oc- 
cuits. and: is ttinot a ‘fact 
that many of the electri- 
cal discoveries of to-day 
would have been regarded 
as supernatural or occult 
by the scientists of a few 
generations ago? Of 
course there is nothing su- 
pernatural in the strict 
sense of the term, but 
many things remain oc- 
cult, altho science is daily 
uncovering new and hith- 
erto undreamed-of mar- 
vels. | he 
There exist great Cos- 
mic Forces of which we 
still know but little. Grav- 
itation is one of these; we 
know something of its 
laws and the results .of its 
action, but nothing what- 
ever of its real nature. 
Electricity is another; of 
this we. know somewhat 
more, and we now recog- 
nize it in a variety of 
forms, as light, — heat, 
chemical action, magne- 
tism, etc., but its true nature is still a 
deep mystery. Life-force or vital energy 
is another great Cosmic Principle; thru its 
action electrons. are formed into atoms, 
atoms into molecules, molecules into crys- 
tals and chemical compounds, and these 
into the bodies of .plants, animals and of

entist was a materialist, we believed in 
nothing but matter and force; to-day sci- 
ence recognizes the necessity of a third 
basic principle, /ntelligence or Mind; with- 
out this we can satisfactorily account for 
none of the facts of the world in which 
we find ourselves. Its manifestations in 
matter thru the Cosmic Forces?give us at 
least a working hypothesis of lifé. 

As electricity has been the great field for 
the investigations of the past century so 
will the nature and manifestation. of the 
Life-force be the source of the discoveries 
of the future.’ Even to-day we may .haz- 
ard a few statements regarding this hypo- 
For exam- 
ple, it comes to us—like all other active 
forces—from the Sun. It is stored and 


_transmitted by plants and by the oxygen

and tissue of the body. The Sympathetic 
nerves radiate from the Solar Plexus—our 
Sun-center. If bacteria or poisons inter- 
fere with this circulation, as for example in 
infantile paralysis, the muscles from which 
the supply of life force is cut off, lose their 
power of reaction and wither away. It is 
in this connection that we may study the 
action of certain electric currents as ap- 
plied to the treatment of disease. It would 
seem that certain types of alternating cur- 
rents of high frequency and voltage great- 
ly facilitate the distribution of this vital 
principle (Nerve-force, Prana, or whatev- 
er you choose to call it), and this explains 
the action of one of the most valuable of 
recent medical discoveries. |

and frequency during some research work. 
He prophesied that when electrical oscilla- 
tions were fully understood and applied by 
physicians that a universal healing agent 
would have been obtained—one which 
would so increase the vital energy and re- 
sistive reaction of the hu- 
man body as to enable it 
to throw off all disease. 
The present writer, acting 
on this hint, constructed 
a high-frequency apparat- 
us, tested it on a number 
of patients and reported 
his results to a local med- 
ical society in 1895. So 
far as can be learned this 
was the first clinical work 
ever done with the Tesla 
Current, altho d’Arsonval 
in Paris. was then experi- 
menting with his rela- 
tively low voltage cur- 
rents, produced from 3,000 
cycle alternators. Later, 
Apostoli, Denoyes, and 
others reported remark- 
able results from the cur- 
rents induced in the bodies 
of patients placed inside 
of huge solenoids or wire 
coils thru which high fre- 
quency currents were pass- 
ing. The effects obtained 
were : increase of strength, 
appetite and weight, induc- 
tion of natural restful 
sleep, and increase in tis- 


ination. 


Early in 1895 the author © 


devised the first Vacuum electrodes for ap- 
plying Tesla currents to the patient. To- 
day thousands of physicians are using this 
device, often miscalling it the Violet-ray 
Treatment. This is of course a misnomer, 
the violet light in the tube having nothing 
whatever to do with the healing effect pro-

PROBING REALM 


OF THE UNSEEN 


Dr. F. F. Strong of Tufts to 
Lecture on Powerful 
Invisible Forces. 


Dr, Frederick Finch Strong, for 
eight years lecturer on electro-thera- 
peutics at Tufts Medical College, Bos- 
ton, will give a series of three unusual 
lectures on electricity in Odd Fellows’ 
Hall, Pynchon Street, next Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday evenings. 

Dr. Strong is recognized as one of 
the leading electrical authorities of the 


country, and his experiments are be- 
ing followed with keen interest by sci- 
entific men, as. well as by the public, 
to whom the subject of electricity..is 
always an absorbing one. Dr. Strong’s 
father, the Rey. T. C. Strong, was 
president of Wells College. His-moth- 
er was a sister of Francis Miles Finch, 
the author of the famous Civil war 
poem, ‘“‘The Blue and the Gray.’ Dr. 
Strone was a student,.of -Cornel, of 
Boston University and the University 
of Berlin.\ We brings to Springfield 
his latest electrical apparatus, includ- 
ing. his million-volt high-frequency 
coil. 

The first lecture, ‘‘Force and Matter 
in the Unseen” will show the extent 
to which present-day laboratory 
science has carried humanity into the 
realm beyond the senses. Although 
science has succeeded in harnessing 
the weird force we know Aas electricity 
and making it the servant of man, and 
although everyone has grown so accus- 
fomed-\ to. it: :that.\- life would. ‘seem 
queer without its daily use, yet no- 
body knows what electricity really is, 
where it comes from, nor where it 
goes. 

Dr. Strong, in this initial ‘lecture, 
will show by electrical experiments 
the existence. of 46 octaves of vibra- 
tions beyond the reach of our normal 
optic nerves, and of. which our senses 
record absolutely nothing. In this lec- 
ture he will use the million-volt high- 
frequency coil, one of the largest ever 
shown on the lecture platform. The 
enormous discharge produced, as 
shown by the picture, is brilliant and 
resembles a gigantic electrical tree. 

Friday evening Dr. Strong will tell 
of: “Life. and-.:Intellizgence in the.Un- 
seen.’ Having proved the existence of 
life in realms beyond our normal sight 
or hearing, the next step is to show 
the existence of intelligence behind 
that life, since where life is, there in- 
telligence must precede the life. Men 
of science have for years been investi- 
gating the subjects of vibration, finally 
reaching the conclusion that different 
planes of consciousness ¢ orrespond to 
differing rates of vibration. Under 
suitable conditions this theory may be 
easily proven to be fact. Dr. Strong 
will show by electricity just \jhow mat- 
ter and force, which are too subtle— 
vibrating too rapidly for the physical 
senses to grasp, can be rendered per- 
ceptible by laboratory means. Beat- 
tiful experiments with ultra-violet 
‘ays will be shown, also the method 
by which science has made the human 
aura, Visible. 

Saturday evening, March 31, the sub- 
ject will be ‘‘The Science of the New 
Age,”’ Here Dr. Strong will discuss 
the process long known to occultists, 


‘now just beginning to be accepted by 
‘scientists, whereby direct knowledge 
can be gained of higher planes of life, 
‘through development of powers exist- 
ing in’ man’s organism, but latent in 
‘the average individual. These facul- 
ities have long been recognized by stu-

The Story of a new Flectro-Therapeutic Appliance. 


The brilliant achievements of scientific investigators in the field of electrical science during 
the past decade have served to concentrate the attention of the medical profession upon the won- 
derful possibilities to be found in the field of electro-therapeuties. Although conservative mem- 
bers of the medical profession have ever been wary of experimenting in the treatment of disease 
by electricity, yet since the days-of Gilbert and Franklin this important subject has been forcing 
‘tself more and more to the front, until many of the leading lights of the healing art are to-day 
numbered among the believers in its efficacy. 

The wonderful discovery of Roentgen, made known to the world in 1896, gave a creat impetus 
to the use of electricity in medical and surgical diagnosis, which bids fair to be surpassed by the 
perhaps greater serviceability of the X-rays as a therapeutic agent in the treatment of some of 
the most formidable diseases which afflict the human race. Finsen’s discovery of the usefulness 
of the ultra violet rays in the treatment of various diseases has given an added impetus to the 


subject. 


The Strong Static Inducton and High Frequency Apparatus. 


Among the first to experiment with the X-rays in this country, after the announcement of 
Prof. Roentgen’s discovery, was a young medical student in the city of Boston who showed his 
genius by building for himself an apparatus for the production of the X-rays early in 1896. This 
student, Dr. Frederick F’. Strong, now instructor ‘n electro-therapeutics in Tufts Medical College, 
selected the Tesla or High Frequency type of apparatus for his experiments, and it was not long 
before he noticed that patients who were exposed to the X-rays generated by his apparatus were 
in many cases benefitéd in their general health. T his led him to investigate the therapeutic pos- 
sibilities of electric currents of high frequency and high potential with astonishing results. Up 
to date he has treated several hundred cases, many of which had proved refractory to other forms 
of treatment, and in the majority of instances beneficial results have followed.* | 

During this time he made a number of improvements in his apparatus and many ingenious 
adaptations for the therapeutic application of High Frequency currents, among others being the 
use of vacuum electrodes and other methods of treatment through glass. Dr. Strong has dis- 
covered many interesting things in the course of his investigations and has succeeded in adapting 
his apparatus to a variety of uses.

* Dr. Strong is now writing a book giving in detail the result of his work, which will soon be put in the 
hands of a printer for publication. 
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twenty breaks per second as ordinarily found in the Resonatur types, and even only two or three 
per second as found in H. F. attachments for static machines, such as Piffard’s Hyperstatic Trans- 
former. The enormous increase of the rate of condenser discharge in the Strong apparatus mani- 
festly increases the power of the apparatus in like ratio. 

Another unique feature is the air rheostat which permits of an exact regulation of the dosage. 
Still another feature of much value is the device for regulating the frequency and potential of 
the apparatus, which is accomplished by alterations in the capacity, inductance and resistance. 
These are placed at the command of the operator by means of specially constructed high tension 
switches placed on one end of the machine. 

A point of much importance in this class of apparatus is the question of insulation. This, 
we believe, has been satisfactorily solved by Dr. Strong, who has spent many hours in his labora- 
tory experimenting with different materials and has finally obtained a substance of surpassingly 
oreater resistance than oil, and, therefore, an ideal insulator. Nor is the apparatus left to depend 
upon insulation, being so constructed electrically and mechanically as to be subjected to the least 
possible amount of electrical strain when in use. 

The apparatus is manufactured under the direct supervision of Mr. Earle L. Ovington of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, who was connected with Edison’s laboratory for over 
two years. He personally tests every instrument, subjecting it to double the strain while testin 


that it will be called upon to endure afterwards. 


High Frequency Therapeutics.” 


The physiological effects of high frequency currents are chiefly exercised upon the vaso-motor 
system causing a flushing of blood through the peripheral capillaries, opening up the sweat olands 
and relieving local congestion. The blood becomes oxygenated and uric acid 1s oxydized into 
urea and elimination of waste products ereatly increased. There is a marked germicidal action 
due to what is termed ‘‘electric ozonization,”’ which is the result of the large amount of ozone 
generated by high frequency currents and carried into the tissues by electric bombardment. ‘This 
is of much value in the treatment of infected sores, tubercular ulcers, chronic skin diseases, etc. 
There is an increased elimination of C.Qy. and respiration is favorably affected. .There is also an 
undoubted anesthetic action when the current is concentrated over a small area. 

It is obvious that an agent of such valuable and varied physiological effects must be useful 
‘n the treatment of a large number of diseases. Among those in which it has been found of special 
value are diabetes, gout, chronic rheumatism, obesity, hysteria, neurasthenia, insomnia, head- 
ache, anemia and chlorosis, dyspepsia, atonic dilatation of the stomach, colitis, hemorrhoids, 
chronic constipation, prostatitis, neuralgia and pulmonary tuberculosis. Herschell has obtained 
excellent results in the treatment of gastric ulcer, chronic gastritis and chronic catarrh of the 
intestines. t 

Among local diseases benefited by high frequency treatment may be mentioned lupus vul- 
garis, lupus erythematosis, chronic eczema, acne rosacea, psoriasis, pityrasis, sciatica, pruritis, 
rodent ulcer, trachoma, prolapsus and fissure of the anus, etc. 

There are certain essentials to be taken into consideration by the physician about to pur- 
chase high frequency apparatus. Many inefficient machines of little value are on the market, 
and the purchaser should not be misled by low price or unwarranted claims to purchase a cheap 
or inferior piece of apparatus. A first-class instrument should be capable of giving 500 milliam- 
peres or more of current in the secondary circuit and should supply a heavy spray of from 5 to 8 
inches in length. It should be adjustable as to tension and frequency, as the low frequencies of 
five or six hundred thousand oscillations per second are only suitable for X-ray work, the most 
efficient frequencies for therapeutic work ranging from a million to a billion per second. 

The Strong Static Induction and High Frequency Apparatus 1s designed with especial refer- 
ence to the above mentioned requirements which have been found by leading workers to be neces- 
sary to obtain first-class therapeutic results. ‘The price of the apparatus with therapeutic at- 
tachments is $350.

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Static Electricity. 


In his private practice Dr. Strong has succeeded in securing all results from his apparatus 
that can be obtained with a Static machine. The value of this fact can only be appreciated by 
those who have experienced the disheartening and unsuccessful effort to make a static machine 
work in humid weather. To those who have been accustomed to rely upon the cumbersome 
static machine with its fragile glass plates and its susceptibility to atmospheric conditions, this 
neat, compact and handsome apparatus of Dr. Strong’s seems a wonder. That an instrument 
which can be attached directly to any incandescent lighting circuit and is not affected by moisture 
or temperature should be capable of producing the static breeze, spray or spark, or produce effects 
similar to the static induced and wave currents seems almost beyond belief. Yet all this and 
much more can be accomplished with this new apparatus. For that reason it is called the ‘“‘ Strong 
Static Induction and High Frequency Apparatus.” 

Among the late therapeutic appliances designed by Dr. Strong for use with his apparatus 
may be mentioned the Vacuwm Head Spray, the Combination Fluorescent Electrodes, and the 
Adjustable Condensing Effleuve Electrode, with attachments which enable the operator to use a 
spark through glass or the effleuve directly against the body of the patient, either through the 
clothing or against the bare skin. He has also devised a unique apparatus for the inhalation of 
ozone generated by high frequency discharges. ‘This apparatus is constructed so as-to eliminate 
the disagreeable nitrogen fumes, which is a great improvement upon the ordinary types of ozone 
inhalers. 


Ultra Violet Rays. 


Another late addition to Dr. Strong’s apparatus is an attachment for generating pure Ultra 
Violet Rays of great power and quantity. This attachment is a modification and improvement 
of the condenser spark lamp used by Gérl of Nuremburg, in which advantage is taken of the fact 
that the condenser spark is very rich in ultra violet light. In the Gérl lamp the discharge from 
a pair of leyden jars is carried to a series of three or four small iron balls placed about one-eighth 
inch apart. The discharges of current are necessarily intermittent and follow each other at com- 
paratively long intervals. In Dr. Strong’s improvement the discharge from a condenser of much 
ereater capacity is utilized in such a way as to obtain a continuous arc between the electrodes. 
Hence the ultra violet rays are much more powerful and of surpassingly. greater quality. 


X-Rays. 


The X-rays produced by this apparatus are-steady and powerful, seeming to possess In a 
large measure the actinic power of X-rays generated by a powerful coil, combined with the pene- 
tration noticeable in X-rays generated by large static machines with a great number of revolving 
plates. The result is an X-ray that gives splendid definition for fluoroscopic work, with excellent 
results in radiographic work, the length of exposure being much shorter than is necessary with 
even the largest static machine. 


High Frequency Currents. 


Although Morton used high frequency currents therapeutically as far back as 1881, the power 
and tension of his currents were very low, being obtained simply from. the discharge of a pair of 
Leyden jars and were by him denominated “Static Induced Currents.” In 1890 D’Arsonval 
commenced his experiments with high frequency currents and obtained some very encouraging 
results with a high frequency solenoid. In 1893 Oudin devised his ‘“Resonatur,’’ which is the 
instrument now almost universally used abroad for the production of high frequency currents. 
With this class of apparatus some remarkable results have been obtained by European electro- 
therapeutists. 


Unique Features.

“are taken in ae diffused light 
against a background: of black 
broadcloth. The sitter concen- 
trates his thought upon one thing, 
endeavoring that a definite 
thought form may be developed 
during the exposure of the plates. 
Special precautions are taken in 
exposing and developing the 
plates to ensure scientific ac- 
curacy, and “check exposures’ 
are made with identical condi- 
tions of the same subjects when 
not concentrating. In every in- 
stance, images have been pro- 
duced only when the sitter is con- 
centrating. Nothing can possibly 
appear under the conditions in 
‘which Dr. Strong and I make 
these photographs, except of an 
actual objective entity. These 
thought forms usually focus near 
the head of the sitter, but are apt 
to move within a radius of a few 
feet from him. The same ex- 
periment has been tried. a number 
of times with identi..d results,

Occuutists ofboth ancient and modern 
+imes have written and taught that vibration 
and vibratory law.are the chief factors in the 
production of the phenomena of the mate- 
rial universe. The statement is made that 
every body of matter has its fundamental 
vibratory rate, and that all the manifestations 
of inorganic material as well as those of 
organized bodies are merely a collection of 


responses to vibratory stimuli. Were this 


theory correct, the treatment of disease 


would resolve itself into a question of sup- 
plying to the body the particular vibration 
which has been suppressed or destroyed by 
the disease.

So much for speculative hypothesis, 


investigating the physical and therapeutic 
possibilities of the “ High Frequency” cur- 
rents, discovered thirteen years ago by Nik- 
ola Tesla. After treating more than five hun- 
dred cases, embracing nearly all the varieties 
of disease, it has been demonstrated that in 
these currents we have a vitalizing force 
surpassing anything that has been used in 
the healing art up to the present time..

X-Ray Tubes for High Frequency Coils 


By Dr. FREDERICK FINCH STRONG

N all the history of scientific achieve- 
ment there has been perhaps no dis- 
covery of such a startling and revolu- 
tionary character as that of the X-Ray. 
The Electron theory, which forms the 
basis of the chemistry and physics of our 
New Age has been formulated almost en-

tirely from deduction made possible by the 
work of Roentgen and the Curies. 

If we review the history of these dis- 
coveries we find that they have resulted 
from long series of researches dealing 
with the phenomena of electrical 
discharges in partial vacua. 

The air pump was invented in 
1650 by Otto von Guericke; by 
its use Sir W. Snow Harris, in 
1834 was able to show that the 
spark-length of a given electrical 
machine increases in inverse 
ratio to the pressure of the gas 
thru which it passes. His tubes 
were exhausted to about one 


an atmosphere. He gave to the world the 
“Crookes tube,” with which Lenard in 
1894, proved the existence of the “Cathode 
rays,’ and from which in 1895, Roentgen 
accidentally discovered a new form of 
emitted energy which he tentatively called 
the “X-Ray.” 

Weall recall the circumstances 
of this discovery. Roentgen 
was experimenting with a 
Crookes tube enveloped in an 
opaque cover, when he noticed 
a bright glow on a nearby card, 
coated with Platinum-Barium- 
Cyanid. The glow continued 
even when the uncoated sur- 
face of the card was presented 
to the tube, and further ex- 
periment showed that the inter- 
position of the experimenter’s 
hand between the covered tube 
and the fluorescent screen 
would cause a shadow-picture 
of the bones to appear upon 
the glowing surface. 

‘ The publication of Roent- 
gen’s discovery led investigators in all parts 
of the. world. to. study the new phenomena. 
Static machines: and Ruhmkorff induction 
coils were at first employed to excite the 
Crookes tubes; "but the intensity of the re-

citing X-ray tubes, and produces results 
quite adequate to their respective needs. 

The construction of an X-ray tube is 
familiar to all:—in its simplest form. it 
consists of a Crookes tube (as shown in 
Fig. 1), containing an anode or 
target (a), faced-with platinum 
or tungsten, and a concave 
aluminum cathode (b). A high- 
voltage, unidirectional current 
flowing thru the tube causes 
streams of electrons to pass 
from the cathode to the target, 
which is set.at an angle of forty- 
five degrees to the axis of the 
tube. The electronic stream 


five-hundredth of an atmosphere, 


and the dischage took the form 
of a pencil of violet-pink light. 

Geissler, in 1838, experimented 
with discharges in low vacua, 
and invented the beautiful tubes 
which bear his name. By im- 
proving the air-pump, he was 
able to withdraw all but one ten- 
thousandth of the original air 
from the glass tube, and change the color 
of the glow, in the electrified space from 
violet-pink to a pure white. 

The invention of the mercury air-pump 
by Sprengel in 1865, made it possible for

sulting X-rays was not very great. In those 
days an induction coil giving a four-inch 
spark was regarded as exceedingly power- 
ful. We know now that such an apparatus 
is entirely inadequate to the production of 
X-rays for any practical purpose. 

Tesla. and Elihu Thompson: advocated 

high-frequency currents for X-ray gener- 
ation, and in 1896 the Knott Apparatus 
Company of Boston designed the first prac- 
tical commercial X-ray machine. It con- 
sisted of an open-core transformer, glass- 
plate condenser and Tesla coil, immersed 
in oil; and a rotary spark-gap not unlike 
those now used in Radio-telegraphy. 
- A few months later, the writer made the 
first practical high-frequency apparatus 
having solid insulation instead of oil, and 
suitable for therapeutic as well as X-ray 
work. ‘The many types of high-frequency 
machines that are now made for physi- 
Clans’ use are but variations and improve- 
ments of this original apparatus. 

‘At the present time the professional 
Roentgenologist uses almost exclusively 
powerful apparatus of the high-tension 
transformer type; the high-voltage, low- 
frequency, alternating current being recti- 
fied by a high-tension commutator oper- 
ated by a synchronous motor. With such 


‘an apparatus and suitable X-ray tubes, a 


skiagram of the adult thorax or abdomen 


right angles and part-of the ‘en- 
ergy is transformed into X-rays, 
which emerge from the glass in 
a divergent cone, as shown. 
Such a tube is not suited for use 
with alternating or oscillating 
currents, as a double set of rays 
would be produced; this would 
tend to melt the aluminum 
cathode and cause the absorption “of the 
residual gas in the tube so that it would 
soon be too “hard” to use. 

_ This led Elihu Thompson, in 1896, to 
invent his “double-focus tube’; the con-

It is really a combination of two dis- 
tinct tubes, as indicated by the heavy ver- 
tical dotted line. When the current passes 
in the direction of the arrow (b). X-rays 
are produced from the cathode and target 
(c and d) in the righ-hand half of the 
tube; alternations in the opposite direc- 
tion, indicated by the arrow (a), produce 
a stream of rays from the left half of 
the tube. This is the most efficient form 
of high-frequency X-ray tube, as it uses 
both sets of alternations. It is now prac- 


tically obsolete, however, as it was found | 


that the two sets of X-rays overlapt and 
produced double outlines in the skiagram. 

At the present time there are two types 
of X-ray tubes made for use with high- 
frequency currents. The one shown in 
Fig. 3 has a target of heavy copper faced 
with tungsten, and is mounted opposite the 
active cathode (c) ; when the current flows 
in the opposite direction the electronic 
stream ftom the small cathode (c’) be- 
comes choked out and dispersed by the 
constricted glass neck (d), which acts, in 
a measure, as a valve, eliminating the in- 
verse discharge. 

Another type of modern high-frequency 
X-ray tube is shown in Fig. 4, in which 
the cathode rays from the small aluminum 
mirror (c’) focus inside a small copper 
cone (d), in which they are converted into 
heat and take no part in the production 
of the X-rays. 

Tubes of these types may be operated 
by the current from a Tesla coil or from 
an QOudin resonator. In a previous article 
in the May issue of the ELectricaL Ex- 
PERIMENTER the writer has given details 
for the construction of apparatus of both 
these types. 

When the Tesla coil is used its termi- 
nals are connected to the two aluminum 
cathodes (c and c’); the Oudin coil has 
but cne active terminal which should be 
connected to the active cathode (c); the 
small cathode (c’) may be grounded, but 
this is not absolutely necessary. 

X-ray tubes are spoken of as “hard” and 
“soft’—a “hard” tube is one which has 
been exhausted to a very high degree— 
(say, one-ten-millionth of an atmosphere) 
—a “soft” tube has a lower degree of 
exhaustion (between one-five-hundred-thou- 
sandth and one-one-millionth of an atmos- 
phere). More current-is needed to oper- 
ate a hard tube, but it gives deep pene- 
tration and works more quickly. The soft 
tube, on the other hand, produces strong 
contrasts in the skiagram or fluoroscope. 

Tubes have a tendency to become hard 
by use, the trace of residual air or gas 
being gradually driven out thru the in- 
termolecular spaces of the glass by the 
electronic bombardment. So it is neces- 
sary to provide the tube with some means 
for replacing these lost ions at intervals. 

The first is of the thermic type and is 
now seldom used (see e, Fig. 2); it con- 
sists of a small bulb containing potassium 
chlorat sealed into the side of the X-ray 
tube. By heating this bulb with a match 
or spirit-lamp, a trace of oxygen is given 
off, which reduces the pressure in the tube 
to the required degree. The modern high- 
frequency. tubes use the forms known as 
the “spark regulator’ and the “osmotic 
regulator.” 

The first is the more common type and 
is shown in (f, Fig. 3). A platinum wire 
is sealed in the regulator tube which con- 
tains a gas-producing chemical, such as 
manganese dioxid, or sodium formate, f. 

In practise a piece of E-shaped stiff 
brass wire set in a rubber handle is used 
to divert a-portion of the current from 
the active terminal to the wire in the regu- 
lator; the heat from the current liberating 
the gas and softening the tube. 

A regulator of the osmotic type is shown 
at (g, Fig. 4). It consists of an extremely 
small tube of metallic palladium sealed 
into the side of the X-ray bulb, the inner 
end of the metal tube being open while 
the outer end is closed. Ordinarily the 
tube is protected by a cylindrical glass cap. 
If the latter be removed, and the flame of 
a spirit-lamp be applied to the closed ex- 
tremity of the palladium tube, hydrogen 
ions from: the interior of the flame will

cyanid and cost about $0.25 per sq. inch. 
A very good screen may, however, 
be easily made by evenly coating a sheet 
of white cardboard with a solution of 
sodium silicat and immediatély sifting on 
it finely powdered calcium tungstat. Gent- 
ly raise the screen on its edge and tap it 
to shake off the excess of tungstat; then 
allow to dry. A still simpler experimental 
screen may be made by painting a card 
several times with a strong solution of 
quinine bi-sulfate.

In the ExecrricAL EXPERIMENTER for 
May, 1917, the writer described the con- 
struction of a Tesla D’Arsonval high-fre- 


quency outfit made from standard ‘‘Wire- | 


less” apparatus, consisting of a ™%4 or ih 
K.W. transformer with glass plate con- 
denser and oscillation transformer, the 
latter used as a series inductance to obtain 
various effects: from the Tesla coil, or as 
a “D’Arsonval Solenoid” for obtaining the 
“Diathermic”’ and “Auto-condensation” cur- 
rents so valuable in the treatment of certain 
diseases. 

Many excellent results can be obtained 
from high-frequency treatment adminis- 
tered by those who have little or no knowl- 
edge of medicine. A physician’s advice 
should always be obtained before undertak- 
ing the treatment of any serious case, but 
the amateur may safely employ moderate 
doses of Tesla currents, and even mild 
diathermy and autocondensation, provided 
he makes himself reasonably familiar with 
the elementary principles of electrothera- 
peutics:* 

In a few States there is a law prohibiting 
the therapeutic use of electricity by any but 
licensed physicians, but even this would 
not apply to treatments given gratuitously 
by amateurs to relatives or friends. A num- 


ber of the writer’s former pupils have 


become stccessful practising electrothera- 
peutists, altho they are not physicians. 
Most of them wisely refrain from the use 
of the sinusoidal, Galvanic and static cur- 
rents; these belonging more to the field of 
the electro-medical specialist. 

A simpler and cheaper apparatus than the 
one described in the May issue of this jour- 
nal will give all the varieties of therapeutic 
high-frequency currents that may safely

Inductance Cotl, (“D’Arsonval” 
solenoid), thirty turns No. 12 bare copper 
wire, wound around a wooden cage 8” in 
diameter., 14” between turns. 

Spark gap,—Adjustable series gap, made 
as shown in the diagram, Fig. 1. The spark- 
ing surfaces are of copper, turned in annu- 
lar or concentric grooves as described in a 
previous article Copper washers of %4" 
and 1” diameter, are slipt alternately on an 
8-32 machine screw, and form the heat radi- 
ating wings. The further construction and 
operation of the gap is indicated in the 
drawing. 7 

Tesla Coil—tIdentical in winding to that 
previously described, viz.,—secondary—on 
a 2” diameter paper mailing tube wind 480 
turns of No. 34 S. C. C. magnet wire (40 
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turns to the inch; 12” winding, 1” margin 
on each end). Slip the secondary into a 4” 
mailing tube, center accurately by means ot 
three corks in each end, seal one end by 
standing coil on end in a shallow pan filled 
with melted resin, and when cold fill the 
annular space between tubes with a mixture 
of beeswax (yellow) one part, to resin, 5 
parts. Wind primary, consisting of six 
turns “Magneto” cable (which can be 
bought for five cents a foot) around center 
of outer tube; turns spaced 14” apart. Sec- 


‘ondary leads, of magneto cable, should be 


connected to the outer posts of the writer's 
“triple terminals.” One arrangement of the 
complete apparatus is shown in Fig. 2. The 
triple terminals greatly facilitate the thera- 
peutic use of the Tesla Currents, and also 
afford an opportunity for studying diifer- 
ent forms of the high-frequency discharge. 
The actual terminals, A and C, are formed 
of two moulded high-tension insulatcrs, 
surmounted by 2” brass bed balls, (known 
to the furniture trade as “brass vases’) ; 
thru terminal A slides a brass rod having 
a rubber or hard-wood handle on the outer 
end, and a 3” flat brass disc. on the inner 
end. Terminal C is similar but has a small 
brass ball on the inner end of the sliding 
rod. A “Dummy” terminal, B, is mounted 
as shown, midway between the actual ter- 
minals. By closing the gap between the 
brass discs and opening that between tie 
balls B and C, an arc discharge is obtained, 
while by closing gap B C, and separating 
the disc electrodes, the discharge forms a 
beautiful purple brush or “effluve.” 

In giving treatments the patient is seated 
on a folding condenser pad of thin fibre 
of Bakelite, Fig. 4, backed with copper or 
tin foil to which is attached an insulated 
cord connected with terminal C. The 
operator will require a set of vacuum elec 
trodes, Fig. 5, a metal hand electrode 
formed of an eight-inch length of 1%’ 
nickeled brass pipe, “effluve” electrode made 
from the gong of an old electric bel 
screwed on the end of a hard-wood handle, 
and two pieces of sheet block tin 3” x 3” x 
1/32” with insulated conducting cords 
soldered to their corners, Fig. 6. The con- 
denser-pad can be obtained from any elec- 
tro-therapeutical supply house, as also the 
vacuum electrodes and other materials. 

For ordinary general treatment to pro- 
mote nutrition, increase circulation and 
elimination—a treatment of value in almost 
any condition of impaired health—the 
balls and discs are widely separated and

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1. A single ATOM is the tiniest particle of 
any chemical element that can exist by itself 
and retain the qualities that mark it as that 
element. 

2. All material things in the universe 
known to our senses ate composed of one or 
more CHEMICAL ELEMENTS. 

3. Substances composed of more than one 
element are known as COMPOUNDS. Atoms 
of elements are held together in compounds 
by electrical forces in the outer parts of their 
structure. 

4. The smallest unit of a compound, usu- 
ally composed of two or more atoms, is 
known as a MOLECULE. 

5. There used to be 92 chemical elements, 
from hydrogen (1H*) the lightest, to urani- 
um (92U***), the heaviest. Theis are now two 
new elements, NEPTUNIUM (osNp””) and 
PLUTONIUM (9Pu™’). 

6. When elements are represented, as 
above, by their chemical SYMBOLS, the sub- 
script number is the atomic number. This 
is different for each element. The super- 
script number represents the atomic weight. 

7. One of the qualities characteristic of 
matter is weight or: mass. ATOMIC WEIGHT 
is expressed on a relative scale, as compared 
with the weight of hydrogen which is taken 
as one. 

8. ATOMIC NUMBER is the measure of the 
electric charge on the nucleus of the atom. 
Atomic weight is the measure of the atom’s 

9. Different samples of the same element, 
when tested by chemists, are sometimes found 
to have different atomic weights. Lead which 
occurs with radium, for example, has a d‘i- 
ferent atomic weight from ordinary lead. 

10. In all other ways the two kinds of 
lead are chemical twins, exactly alike except 
for weight. Elements which differ in weight 
only are called ISOTOFES. 

11. Uranium has several isotopes. The 
usual kind, whose atomic weight is 238, was 
used to produce the two new elements. U-235 
was used to make the ATOMIC BOMB. 

12. Each of the new elements, neptunium 
and plutonium, has two isotopes whose 
atomic weights are 238 and 239. 

13. Different elements, quite distinct in 
chemical behavior, may have the same atomic 
weight. We have 92U-238, ssNp-238 and 9Pu- 
238, all with different properties. Such ele- 
ments are now called ISOBARS. 

4. All atoms are composed of standard 
interchangeable parts. These are PROTONS, 
NEUTRONS and ELECTRONS. 

15. Protons and neutrons make up the 
NUCLEUS of the atom. The structure of the 
atom is much like that of the solar system. 
The nucleus corresponds to the sun at the 
center. The planets are electrons. 

16. The proton and the neutron each have 
a mass about equal to that of a hydrogen 
atom, which is 1 on the chemist’s scale. Each 
is about 1800 times heavier than the elec- 
tron. 

17. The ELECTRONS, light in weight and 
some distance away from the heart or nucleus 
of the atom, revolve around the nucleus much 
as planets revolve around the sun. They are 


held in their courses by electric attraction. 


18. The proton has a POSITIVE charge of 
electricity, the electron has a NEGATIVE 
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charge equal and opposite to the positive 
charge of the proton. The neutron has no 
charge at all. 

19. The difference in chemical properties 
of the elements is caused by difference in the 
number of protons in the nucleus. This is 
the ATOMIC NUMBER, 

20. Atomic weight is the SUM of the 
weights of the protons and neutrons in the 
nucleus. 

21. It is the NEUTRON which figures in 
the transmutations which give atomic power. 
Neptunium and plutonium were formed by 
pounaraiee uranium 238 with neutrons. 

; Neutrons can PENETRATE to the nu- 
qa of heavy atoms when charged particles 
would be repelled by charges in the atom. 

23. The HYDROGEN atom is believed to 
have just one proton as its nucleus, with 
one electron circling around it. Hydrogen’s 
atomic weight and atomic number are each 
one. 

24. Hydrogen has one isotope which is 
just like ordinary hydrogen except that it is 
twice as heavy. It is known as “heavy hydro- 
gen” and sometimes as DEUTERIUM. Its com. 
peut with oxygen is called “heavy water.’ 

25. The nucleus of HEAVY HYDROGEN con- 
tains one proton and one neutron. The atomic 
number of heavy hydrogen is one, correspond- 


“ing to one proton. The atomic weight is two, 


corresponding to the two heavy particles, 
proton and neutron. 

26. HELIIM has. two protons and two 
neutrons in its nucleus. The two protons 
correspond to helium’s atomic number two. 
The combined weights of protons and neu- 
trons in the nucleus give helium its atomic 
weight 4. Two electrons, held in their orbits 
by the two protons, revolve atound the 
nucleus. 

27. The VOLUME of an atom is determ‘ned 
by the orbits of its outermost revolving elec- 
trons. Only a small fraction of the size of 
an atom is actually occupied by the protons, 
neutrons and electrons, just as the stace oc- 
cupied by the sun, the earth and other plan- 
ets is only a small part of our solar system. 

28. In spite of all the unoccupied SPACE, 
an atom is quite IMPENETRABLE to other 
atoms and to larger bodies. The electrons 
revolve millions of times a second, and keep 
everything out of the space within quite as 
effectively as though they were everywhere 
at once. 

29. The only things that can get: inside 
an atom are smaller things, FRAGMENTS of 
other atoms, protons, neutrons or electrons. 
They must be shot with just the right speed. 
These fragments of atoms are observed as 
radiations given off by radio-active elements 
which are breaking up spontaneously. 

30. RADIATION is wave motion, known to 
us as the electro-magnetic waves used for 
radio transmission, heat, light, X-rays and 
cosmic rays. Large numbers of extremely 
tiny particles in motion together act like 
waves. 

31. Three types of radiation are given off 
by radio-active substances. ALPHA “particles 
are high-speed nuclei of helium atoms. BETA 
particles are high-speed electrons. GAMMA 
rays are electro-magnetic radiations similar 
to X-rays and light. 

32. Of these, only the gamma rays are 
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properly called radiations, and even these act 
very much like particles because of their 
short wave-length. Such a “particle” or quan- 
tum of gamma tadiation is called a PHOTON. 

33. In general, the gamma rays are vegty 
penetrating, the alpha and beta rays less "so. 
Even though the alpha and beta rays are not 
very penetrating, they have enormous SPEED. 

4. The speed with which atom particles 
travel is the soutce of atomic energy. ENERGY 
is Capacity to do work. It is work stored up 
for future use. 

35. If you raise a weight to a height above 
the ground and suspend it there by some 
device, the WORK you put into raising it can 
be stored there indefinitely as POTENTIAL 
ENERGY. It will be there, ready, whenever 
you decide to release it. 

36. The energy which a moving body has 
because it is in motion is called KINETIC 
ENERGY. The kinetic energy of any particle 
depends upon its mass and the squate of its 
velocity. Energy is conserved by the moving 
particle until it strikes an object, then work 
is done. 

37. All ENERGY is either potential or 
kinetic. Either one can be converted into the 
other. These two conversions are continually 
occurring. 

38. Particles of atomic size have kinetic 
energy arising from several different kinds of 
MOTION, All atoms are constantly in motion. 

39. If the atoms are so dispersed that the 
material constituting them is a GAS, that gas 
will exert pressure on all sides of the con- 
tainer that holds it. If the container is a 
balloon bag, the imprisoned gas can do work 
by lifting heavy weights into the air. 

40. Atoms which compose an element that 
will combine readily with another element, 
as hydrogen or carbon~ will combine with 
oxygen, have unsymmetrical arrangements of 
the outer electrons in their systems. These 
unsymmetrical arrangements tend to set up 
a soft of strain, which causes CHEMICAL 
COMBINATION to take place when elements 
with suitable combining powers are brought 
together. ; 

41. These unsymmetrical arrangements 
give rise to FORCES which result in kinetic 
energy. This energy appears, for example, 
when catbon and oxygen burn to carbon 
dioxide, giving off heat, or hydrogen and 
oxygen explode to form water, again giving 
off heat. 

&42. Chemicals combining to form stable 
compounds give off energy in the process. 
These are known as EXOTHERMIC REACTIONS. 
Combinations which absorb energy, forming 
unstable compounds, are lenbinae as ENDO- 
THERMIC REACTIONS. Explosives, for exam- 
ple, which are highly unstable, are formed by 
endothermic reactions. 

43. Chemical forces, electricity and heat 
are all forms of energy. Potential and kinetic 
energy may be distinguished in each case. 

44. These energies all arise from motion 
of the atom as a whole, or motion resultinz 
from attractions and repulsions between the 
outer PLANETARY ELECTRONS of the atom’s 
structure. 

45. Energy resulting from motion of pat- 
ticles deep within gee structure of the atom 
was unknown until the discovery of RADIO- 
ACTIVITY. 

'46. Radioactive elements undergo SPON- 
TANEOUS breaking up of their atoms, giving 
off. alpha and beta particles and gamma rays. 
Loss of these particles causes the radio-active 
elements to change into other elements.

47. The energies shown in these TRANS- 
FORMATIONS are thousands of times greater 
than the kinetic energies which the mole- 


cules of a gas have by reason of their motion | 


when heated. They are thousands of times 
greater than the energy changes per atom in 
chemical reactions. 

48. The property of matter that connects 
it with motion is INERTIA. Inertia is opposi- 
tion to change of motion. 

49. One conclusion that appeared early in 
the development of the theory of RELATIVITY 
was that the mass due to inertia of a moving 
body increases as its speed is increased. 

50. This increase implied an equivalence 
between an increase in energy of motion of 
a body (kinetic energy) and an increase in 
its MASS. 

D1. It was for this reason that Einstein 
suggested that studies of radioactivity might 
show the EQUIVALENCE of mass and energy. 

52. Einstein’s statement is that the amount 
of energy, E, equivalent to a mass, m, is given 
by the equation E=mc? where c is the 
VELOCITY OF LIGHT, 

\3. From this equation, one kilogram 
(2.2 pounds) of matter, if converted EN- 
TIRELY into energy, would give 25 billion 
kilowatt hours of energy. This is equal to 


the energy that would be generated by the 
total electric power industry in the United 
States (as of 1939) running for approxi- 
mately two months. 

54. Compare this fantastic figure with the 
8.5 kilowatt hours of heat energy which may 
be produced by BURNING an equal amount 
of coal. 

55. Until the atomic power research pro- 
gtam, no instance was known of matter be- 
ing converted into energy without more 
energy being used to produce the transforma- 
tion than was released by it. 

56. Two axioms of physics stated: (1) 
MATTER can be neither created nor de- 
stroyed; (2) ENERGY can be neither created 
nor destroyed. For all practical purposes 
they were true and separate principles until 
about 1940. : 

57. It is now known that they are, in fact, 
two phases of a single principle, for we have 
discovered that energy may sometimes be 
CONVERTED into matter and matter into en- 
ergy. : 

38. Such conversion is observed in the 
phenomenon of nuclear FISSION of uranium, 
a process in which atomic nuclei split into 
fragments with the release of an enormous 
amount of energy. 


59. The extreme size of the CONVERSION 
FACTOR explains why the equivalence of 
mass and energy is never observed in ordi- 
nary chemical combustion. 


60. We now believe that the heat given 
off in such COMBUSTION has mass associ¢ted 
with it, but this mass. is so small that it 
cannot be detected by the most sensitive 
balances available. 


61. Transformation of matter into energy 
is an entirely different sort of phenomenon 
than the usual chemical transformations, 
where the matter is changed into a different 
form but its MASS persists. 

62. From the standpoint of the Laws of 
the Conservation of Matter and of Energy 
alone, transformation of matter into energy 
results in the DESTRUCTION of matter and 
CREATION of energy. 

63. The OPPOSITE transformation, which 
astronomers believe may be going on in 
some of the stars, amounts to the destruc- 
tion of energy and the creation of matter. 

64. It is difficult for us to imagine the 
reconciliation of two such different concepts 
as matter, with its characteristic mass or 
weight, and energy, which -does not have 
this quality. We shall, perhaps, be forced to 
think of the stuff of the universe as some 
such combination of matter and energy as 
would be symbolized by the coitied word 
“MATTERGY.”’

perfectly healthy person than pouring 
water into a pail already full. This is the 
reason why high frequency treatments may 
be. safely given by those who are not phys- 
icians, whereas all other forms: of thera- 
peutic currents act as stimulants or counter- 
irritants and must be employed with pre- 
cise knowledge and discrimination. 

The condenser treatment as described 
above, is usually given for about fifteen 
minutes after which the bulb-shaped vacuum 
electrode is applied for a few minutes over 
the spine and solar-plexus. It is applied 
either directly to the surface of the body 
or thru one thickness of clothing. The in- 
sulating handle of the vacuum electrode is 
connected to the middle post B, in Fig. 2, 
and after turning on the current and plac- 
ing the electrode on the patient, the discs 
A and B, are closed, being opened again 
before lifting the electrode from the sur- 
face of the body: if this is not done painful 
sparks will pass from the glass electrode 
to the patient. In treating obstinate cases 
of recurrent neuralgia, chronic rheumatism 
and partial paralysis, this vacuum sparking 
treatment is often beneficial, but it is rather 
unpleasant for most cases. A milder form 
of this counter-irritant effect is obtained by 
using the vacuum electrode over two or 
three thicknesses of clothing; it must be 
moved rapidly from place to place, other- 
wise the skin might be blistered. 

For sedative effects and to reduce local 
inflammation and congestion, the vacuum 
electrode should always be applied directly

‘the nasal cavity. 


In treating. skin diseases, such as eczema

_In inflammation following acute infec- 
tion, as in acute bronchitis, incipient pnew- 
monia, etc., we employ “local autocondensa- 
tion” or “indirect Diathermy.” In thik 
method the patient sits upon the pad as fo: 
autocondensation, but instead of the meta 
handle we employ oné of the plates of 
block tin; this is applied in close contact 
with the skin over the affected area, COV- 
ered with a folded towel and held in place 
by the patient; a sensation of deep penetrat. 
ing heat is felt, and relief from the pair 
and congestion follows.’ This is one of the 
most valuable methods in electrotherapeu- 
tics; were it available for the general prac- 
titioner, or better still, in the patient’s home, 
there is no doubt but that nine-tenths of 
the cases of acute local infectious disease 
could be aborted. This is also of grea. 
value in the treatment of asthma. 

Statistics show that one-seventh of al! 
recorded deaths are due to Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis (“Consumption,”) : proper 
treatment in the home by high frequency 
currents would greatly increase the per: 
centage of recoveries from this dread dis- 
ease.

TATISTICS show that one death in 
every seven is caused by tuberculosis, 
usually in the form called “Pul- 
monary tuberculosis,’ “Tuberculosis 
of the Lungs” or “Consumption.” 

Sanitary regulations, isolation of cases and 
hygienic education are rapidly lowering this 
high death rate, but tuberculosis is still hu- 
manity’s most terrible scourge. 

Thruout the ages “The Great White 
Plague” has done more to retard. human 
progress than all the wars of the centuries 
—not excepting the present Armageddon. 

Fortunes have been spent in the study of 
the prevention and cure of this disease ; 
countless fortunes have been made_ by 
quacks and mistaken enthusiasts who either 
Claimed-or believed themselves to have dis- 
covered “A Sure Cure for Consumption.” 
The discovery of tuberculin by Koch was 
widely heralded as the longed-for panacea, 
but it proved a failure, and up to the pres- 
ent time no “specific? has been found for 
the cure of tuberculosis. 

The importance of the subject is further 
emphasized when we reflect that even when 
it does not manifest as consumption, tuber- 
culosis still does its insidious work in 
undermining the stamina of the entire race. 
Dr. A. C. Geyser states that “ninety per cent 
of all children are infected before their 
twelfth year, and nearly all bodies that 
come to autopsy show unmistakable signs 
of previously existing tubercular lesions.” 
That more people do not develop the dis- 
ease in its active form is due to the natural 
curative forces that are always at work in 
the human body. 

Disease germs grow only in a suitable 
soil or medium; healthy human tissues do 
not furnish this medium. Only when these 
tissues are weak, inactive or charged with 
dead matter do they allow disease germs to 
multiply in their midst and produce their 
poisonous secretions.

It is a well known fact that high-fre- 
quency currents when past thru the body 
cause every molecule to vibrate to their 
particular periodicity, and this vibration 
produces secondary effects, notably the re- 
lease of heat in the tissues and the in- 
crease of local’ blood supply.

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AMEBIASIS

Chronic intestinal amebiasis is of more. fre- 
quent occurence throughout the United States 
than is generally believed. Recent statistics 
place the incidence of infestation at 10 per 
ceent-of the population: “One. must therefore, 
suspect endamebiasis in all individuals with 
chronic colitis regardless of the residence. 
There is a growing belief that apparently 
healthy carriers are really suffering from a 
chronic toxemia due to the parasite. When the 
individuals’ resistance is good, the munute 
lesions produced by the parasite in the in- 
testines heal quickly or never become numer- 
ous-enough to produce symptoms. But with 
resistance lowered, healing doesn’t occur in 
many of the lesions, and symptoms do arise. 
Thus one is forced to the conclusion that 
symptoms of dysentery is actually the end 
result of infection with endameba histolytica. 
The case here reported is one of a chronic car- 
rier, who as a result of lowered vitality had 
an acute exacerbation with symptoms of acute 
dysentery. 


Case No. 19876—A white male, age 28, was 
admitted 9-17-18, with diarrhoea, abdominal 
pain and tenderness of two and _ one-halt 
months duration. Was operated upon for ap- 
pendicitis 1-15-28. Two months following he 
began having colicky pain chiefly in the 
epigastrium and right lower quadrant a half 
hour after meals. On admission he was hav- 
ing 8 to 5 stools daily. There was consider- 
able tenesmus. He had lost 380 pounds in 
weight. 

On examination an undernourished pale 
male presented no focal findings except ten- 
derness on deep pressure in the _ right 
iliac. region and -an ulcerative colitis (per 
proctoscope).

A& we become more accurate in our adapta- 
tion of physical forces to therapeutic use 
we are following a tendency similar to that 

which resulted in the development of the modern 

radio, namely: the use of definite selective wave- 
lengths accurately adapted to the purpose for 
which they are intended. 


The new theory of wave-mechanics and the 
modern conception of the photon as the unit of 
light-energy emphasizes again the statement 
made thousands of years ago in the Sanskrit 
“Vishnu Purana” that the fundamental reality 
of Life in manifestation is Vibration. The old 
scriptural fable of the walls of Jericho falling 
before blasts of trumpets is recognized as a pos- 
sible fact by engineers today. It is well known 
that the whistle on one of the large transatlantic 
liners had to be changed inasmuch as its vibra- 
tions accidentally tuned into the keynote of a 
large New York skyscraper so that those in the 
building felt the oscillations whenever the 
whistle was sounded.

when analyzed spectroscopically, the presence of 
a large amount of red light, a band in the yellow, 
and another in the green in addition to the blue 
and violet. The blue color, therefore, is only 
subjective and the best that can be obtained with 
filters used with light sources giving continuous 
spectra is a mixture of many vibrations with only 
a slight preponderance of intensity in one part 
of the spectrum. 


There is a definitely defined limit to the pos- 
sible sources of light for true monochromatic 
therapy. Up to the present time the writer has 
been able to obtain satisfactory results with but 
three different sources. Two of these have been 
described in the writer’s previous articles. Neon 
gas in a vacuum tube affords a bright-line spec- 
trum, 95 per cent of the energy of which is emit- 
ted from wave-lengths in the red, orange and 
yellow. Recent spectrograms have shown the 
presence of a number of ultra-violet lines emitted 
by Neon, but they are quantitatively too weak to 
be of use. For therapeutic experiments with rays 
in the red or orange, Neon seems to be the most 
satisfactory source. - Mercury gas ionized by 
Argon, Neon or Helium is peculiarly suited to 
the production of monochromatic light in the re- 
gion above the orange. It has but four ray- 
groups in the visible spectrum, the yellow, green, 
blue and violet lines, each of which is sufficient- 
ly powerful to be used alone as a therapeutic 
agent, this being accomplished.by the writer’s se- 
lective filters. Helium in a vacuum tube with 
a special filter gives a brilliant monochromatic 
light from the line 5876 A.U. Helium tubes 
do not stand up well, however, and while still 
experimenting with this wave-length, the writer 
uses for his yellow ray the 5/90 A. U. double- 
line from the Mercury spectrum. While all gases 
emit bright-line spectra, there are no others 
which afford single wave-lengths of sufficient 
power to be regarded as therapeutic possibilities. 


While on this subject it may be well to explain 
the technical details involved in the construc- 
tion of the Cold-Ray tubes. Helium, Neon, Ar- 
gon, Krypton, Xenon, and Radon constitute the 
group known to chemists as the “Noble” or “in- 
active” gases. They are all monatomic and form 
no chemical combinations. Aside from their 
emission of luminous energy, it is difficult to 
imagine any part that they could play in the 
economy of Nature. This does not apply to 
Radon, the heaviest of all gases, which has an 
atomic weight of 222, higher than most metals. 
It is what is commonly known as the “radium 
emanation,” and being unstable, emits alpha, 
beta and gamma rays, which are, of course, 1m- 
portant in therapeutics. With this latter excep- 
tion, all of these gases exist in the air, Krypton 
and Xenon in mere traces, Argon in fairly large 
quantities (one part in 10,000), while Neon and 
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Helium are present in lower percentages. Com- 
mercially, these gases are obtained by the frac- 
tional distillation of liquid air and are marketed 
in sealed flasks containing from one to five lit- 
ers. The improved type of unit which the writer 
now employs in his Cold-Ray apparatus uses as 
an ionizer a mixture of Argon, Neon and 
Helium. 


In making the luminous unit, the glass tubes 
are first washed, dried and baked; then proper 
electrodes, specially devised by Georges Claude, 
of Paris, are fused to the end of the unit and the 
air almost completely exhausted. A high-volt- 
age current is then turned on and the tube is 
operated as a Geissler tube on the residual air. 
It becomes very hot, this heat serving to drive 
out the gas molecules occluded in the glass. 
After several hours the air is still further ex- 
hausted and a small quantity of the Argon-Neon 
mixture 1s admitted until the pressure gauge 
registers..about .7 millimeters.. .The currents 
then again passed through the tube and after 
several hours’ operation it is sealed off from the 
pump. A small U tube containing a few drops 
of chemically pure mercury has been sealed into 
one side of the unit at the beginning of the above 
operation, and after the tube has been removed 
from the pump it is tipped and rocked in such 
a way that the mercury passes through its. entire 
length several times, microscopic particles of 
mercury adhering to the walls of.the tube.

In this connection the writer believes that the 
work which he is at present doing in hyperten- 
sion cases with the Cold-Ray treatment is so 
uniformly successful that the publication of his 
records for a single month would not be be- 
lieved by his colleagues in the medical profes- 
sion who have not themselves personally tested 
this wonderful new modality. 3 


For years the writer has given special atten- 
tion to the treatment of diseases associated with 
hypertension. He devised the first Tesla auto- - 
condensation treatment in 1896, using a large 
plate of glass as the dialectric. Later his meth- 
ods were improved by Dr. Frederick De Kraft, 
and still later by Dr. Burton Grover who has 
accomplished very satisfactory results with auto- 
condensation or indirect diathermy in the treat- 
ment of these conditions. That the Cold-Ray 
treatment is much more Satisfactory than dia- 
thermy has been repeatedly demonstrated by the 
writer in his treatment of hypertension cases 
during the past three years. Many of thee cases 
have had no treatment for a year or more and 
are running normal pressures after having had 
a course of an average of forty treatments with 
the Cold-Ray. Much improvement has been 
noted in all the cardiac and renal derangements 
exhibited by many of these patients when they 
first presented themselves for treatment. While 
little can be expected from this or any other 
treatment in advanced cases of arteriosclerosis, 
the writer’s experience proves that life may be 
prolonged and many distressing symptoms pal- 
lated. This effect is unquestionably brought 
about centrally rather than biochemically, and 
while an endocrine balance is established it is 
the writer’s belief that the effect is due to a 
vitalization or normalization of certain brain 
centers which are even more profoundly and di- 
rectly associated with the maintenance of the life 
processes than is the endocrine chain. That the 
pituitary is intimately associated with the 
mechanism of the emotional nature has been 
claimed for many years by certain Eastern stu- 
dents, and it may be that future scientific re- 
search will confirm this belief. 


Just a word in conclusion regarding the true 
nature of Light. Metaphysically speaking, 
Light is a State of Consciousness; true Light 
is also color, white Light being the simultaneous 
consciousness of all colors.

T fistula is to gradually close of its own 

accord; therefore, where it is desired to 

keep the abdominal orifice patent indefinitely a 

more elaborate technic than that of a fecal fistula 

is necessary. In planning this drainage it is very 
important that the operation can be rapidly done 
by the surgeon, and the orifice afterwards easily 
managed by the nurse or the individual himself. 
Tuttle (1) and Paul have each devised methods 
of dealing with the bowel and both operations 
have certain individual advantages. 

In any type of operation it is important that 
the colon be lifted out of the wound sufficiently 
for to expose its mesentery. Lifting the gut com- 
pletely out of the abdomen insures a good spur 
formation. It is this spur, or sudden turn of 
direction of the fecal stream which mechanically 
prevents the subsequent bowel contents of the 
proximal portion of the bowel from passing on 
into the distal end. Hanes (2) who first advised 
dragging the colon up, aimed to use:as much of 
the lower sigmoid as possible, and with his method 
the major part of the sigmoid, except the lower 
2 and 3 inches is available. The individual thus 
experiences a normal sensation, or desire to de- 
fecate, except of course that the feces escape at 
the new opening. If the sigmoid is drawn down 
from above as has been recommended by Harri- 
son Cripps to prevent prolapse of the mucosa a 
direct passage to the outlet is established and the 
intestinal contents constantly dribble at the artifj- 
cial anus.

ENTOPTIC FLUORESCENCE AND 


OTHER ALLIED ULTRA- 
VIOLET PHENOMENA 


By. FREDERICK FINCH STRONG, M., D. 


N studying the ultraviolet rays transmitted by 
the No. 1 filter of the Cold-Ray Mercury ap- 
paratus, it will be noticed that many patients, 

on looking into the filter, will ask what the mov- 
ing particles are that appear to be filling their 
field of vision. Some of the patients have been 
apologetic and diffident in speaking of this phe- 
nomenon, saying afterwards that they thought 
they were “‘seeing things.” This effect was first 
noted by Sir David Brewster in 1843 on looking 
into a clear sky on a sunny day against a back- 
ground of white clouds. The air appears to be 
filled with scintillating, darting, silvery, white 
stars, moving in spiral paths with extreme 
rapidity. 

Professor Ogden Rood in 1860 called atten- 
tion to the fact that the interposition of a blue 
glass between the eyes and the sky greatly in- 
creased the brilliancy of the phenomenon. Helm- 
holz studied the subject several years later and 
proved that the moving bodies are not in the air, 
as they appear to be, but are in the eve, and he 
expressed the opinion that they were blood cor- 
puscles moving in front of the retina. These 
are not to be confused with other well known 


-entoptic bodies such as the muscae volitantes. 


These were first described by the Jesuit scien- 
tist, Deschals, in the sixteenth century, and are 
the familiar strings of black specks seen mov- 
ing slowly across the field of vision when look- 
ing at the sky. 

Practically all the literature on entoptic vision 
is embodied in three monographs by Sir William 
Barrett, presented to the Dublin Royal Society 
in October, 1906. Professor Barrett believes the 
bodies to be white blood corpuscles moving close 
to the optic nerve endings. 


The writer has studied this phenomenon for 
many years, and has only recently evolved an 
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explanation which seems to be proved by de- 
ductions from experiments. The study of the 
eye ot a patient under the No. ] filter of the 
Cold-Ray apparatus shows a decided green 
fluorescence behind the iris, apparently in the 
crystalline lens. ‘I‘he brilliancy of the moving 
corpuscles is seen when looking into the Cold-

the imaginary source of these pseudo-scientific 
researches and the easily demonstrated entoptic 
nature of the moving bodies shows that the so- 
called clairvoyant visions were very literally “all 
in their -eye.” Seriously, however, there is un- 
doubtedly a true occult chemistry known perhaps 
fo some of the more advanced students in the 
East and mentioned by Paracelsus and also in 
the “Secret Doctrine.” Until we know more 
about this subject and those mysterious entities 
called the “fiery lives,” the: rea] nature of the 
vital processes as well as the phenomenon of 


the entoptic corpuscles will probably remain a 
closed book to science. 


Other interesting fluorescent effects are oh- 
tainable by the use of the No. 1 filter with the 
Cold-Ray. Natura] teeth, for example, fluoresce 
pink, while artificial teeth appear a dull blue. 
Certain types of gray hair fluoresce a brilliant 
yellow. Some old ladies who still add to their 
coiffure the mid-Victorian “switch” appear very 
strange when receiving the Cold-Ray treatment,

Fluorescence is a Phenomenon possessed by 
bodies, which absorb invisible ultraviolet 
favs and give them out again as visible bands of 
different colors. depending on the nature of the 
substance.

Much mystery has surrounded these entoptic 
bodies and many people who have observed the 
phenomenon think that they are in the outside 
air, as they appear to be.

6. Willemite and certain specimen of Calcite 
also fluoresce, but these substances are most sen- 
sitive to the very short ultraviolet rays. above 
2600 A. U. Some years ago the writer con- 
structed a special apparatus for the generation 
of these rays from the spectrum of an iron nickel 
alloy. The apparatus produced a high frequency 
arc of very great brilliancy and richer in the 
ultraviolet rays than any device tested up to the 
present time. A rotary quenched gap greatly in- 
creased the spark frequency. At the present 
time the writer is engaged in research covering 
the whole range of the ultraviolet region, using 
the ordinary Cold-Ray, the Cold-Ray in quartz, 
the Mercury Arc, the Carbon Arc, and the 
special apparatus just described. 


Other fluorescent bodies are seen to best ad- 
vantage under the bombardment of cathode rays 
in a Crookes’ tube. Among these latter may be 
mentioned Strontanite, Kunzite (which is a lilac 
Spodumene), Aragonite and Selenite. 

Sensitization to ultraviolet rays by the appli- 
cation of fluorescent substances or by their in- 
ternal ingestion has received considerable study 
within the past few years. It is highly probable 
that a low degree of fluorescence is possessed 
by many substances used in medicine, and any 
light which contains ultraviolet rays, especially 
the more penetrating, long rays in the region 
of 3660 A. U., no doubt increases the therapeu- 
tic activity of these agents. This is a fertile 
field for research, and the writer commends it 
to those using the Cold-Ray apparatus. He has 
noticed that many remedies act more energeti- 
cally in patients taking Cold-Ray treatments and 
suggests the above theory as a tentative explan- 
ation of this fact. 


Years of experience in the clinical study of 
all forms of ultraviolet light has convinced the 
writer that the vitalizing qualities justly attri- 
buted to the rays from the quartz are are not due 
to the erythema-producing rays as is generally 


believed. The latter are the so-called ‘“‘vital- 
ultraviolet” of Dr. Herman Goodman, who 
elasses -the~- longer ‘ultraviolet. rays -as. “intra= 


vital,’ and the shorter ultraviolet rays above 
2900 A. U. as “extra-vital.”. Now it has been 
clearly demonstrated that the rays between 3100 
and 2900 A. U. act specifically upon the choles- 
ergosterol of the skin which they transform into 
ergosterol, the latter promoting calcium and 
phosphorous metabolism in quite the same way 
as if it were administered internally—for ex- 
ample: cod liver oil which has been exposed to 
ultraviolet rays. This, therefore, is a biochemi- 
cal action and the ultraviolet rays merely induce 
chemical change in the cholesterol. That these 
should not be called “vital rays” is quite clear 
from the fact that Nature strongly resists and 
protests against them, this persistence being 
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evidenced by the immediate erythema and_ the 
later deposition of melanin granules in the Mal- 
pighian layers of the skin. A skin so tanned no 
longer transmits these short ultraviolet ws, but 
the visible rays, and the long ultraviolet, such as 
the 3660 A. U. group, are still absorbed. It 
should be evident, therefore, that any adjuvent 
or vitalizing effects obtained by ultraviolet treat- 
ment after tanning must be due to the latter rays. 
It has been repeatedly demonstrated that ultra- 
violet rays above 2900 A. U. are highly destruc- 
tive to all forms of organized life, and they are 
used for this purpose in the water-cooled quartz 
lamp, a most valuable germicidal modality. 

With the highest appreciation of the fine work 
of Dr. Herman Goodman, the writer neverthe- 
less suggests a classication of rays more in ac- 
cord with the facts would be as follows: 

Below 7000 A. U.—heat-producing rays (in- 
fra-red). 

From 7000 to 4000 A. U.—Visible vitalizing 
rays. 

From 4000 to 3100 A. U.—Vitalizing ultra- 
violet rays. 

Below 3100 to 2900 A. U.—Biochemical rays. 

From 2900 to 2300 A. U.—Lethal rays. 

The mere fact that visible light is essential 
not only to vegetable and animal life, but also 
to the psychical, mental and spiritual develop- 
ment in the human race is too evident to require 
specific proof. 

The whole subject is summed up in a quota- 
tion from the writings of H. P. Blavatsky, 
“Light is Life,—both are Electricity.”

Fourteen cases of upper respiratory intec- 
tion including acute coryza, naso pharyngitis and 
so on, show uniform improvement in from two 
to six treatments, using local applications of wa- 
ter-cooled light with quartz applicators. Empyema 
responds readily to radiation and we employ both 
local and systemic applications. In nine cases of 
bronchial asthma, good results were obtained in 
six, two were absolute failures and the third quit 
after the second treatment. 


Staphylococcic infections of the skin such as 
boils, carbuncles respond very readily to ultra- 
violet as a rule. We use both local and systemic 
irradiation, and the average number of treatments 
in this series of forty-five cases was five, with the 
duration of symptoms from twenty-four hours to 
four weeks. When a boil is seen in the early 
stage, before pus formation, it is quite often pos- 
sible to abort the infection; but if seen after this 
“point, the abscess should be opened and after the 
establishment of good drainage, applications of 
quartz light are made by direct contact with the 
inflammatory area. Care should be exercised 
however, to see that the area radiated is not too 
large for that will produce an inflammatory re- 
-actiSitags its own and offer new fields for the in- 
fecting ofganism.

Conclusions: 


Ultraviolet of itself is not a true specific for 
any disease, but is a most decided adjunct in the 
treatment of many. 


Treatment should not be given more often 
then every alternate day, and in some instances, 
no oftener than twice a week. 


In eczema and the eczematoid dermatoses, 
treatment should be continued a short time after 
the initial lesion is healed.

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NEW COLD-RAY QUARTZ LAMP 
KILLS ORGANISMS IN FIVE SECONDS 


Cold-Ray Light Research Laboratory,

Gentlemen : 


ECENTLY a “Cold-Ray Quartz apparatus” 
R was submitted to me with the request that 

tests be made of its possible germicidal 
power, both without and with quartz intervening 
between it and the preparations of bacteria to be 
tested. The following is a report of such experi- 
mental trials. 


For these tests two organisms were selected. 
First: B, -coli,. ‘since =itiis. one: havme a. arather 
high degree of dispersion by which is meant that 
it does not readily clump as does the Staphy- 
lococcus for instance. Moreover it does not form 
spores. Second: B. subtilis was used as a test 
organism since it forms spores profusely and 
easily. These spores are some of the most re- 
sistant living bodies known in nature and with- 
stand many times more concentration of unto- 
ward conditions than do vegetative organisms 
such as B. coli. In addition, this organism tends 
to cling together and this characteristic makes it 
more difficult to kill by external agents such as 
light radiation since certain of the bacteria tend 
to mask others. 


Cultures were prepared as follows: They were 
cultivated upon beef agar slants at 37 degrees in- 
cubation. The B. coli was used after 48 hours 
incubation while the B. subtilis was given five 
to seven days growth before exposure to radia- 
tion in order to allow heavy spore formation. 
The presence of spores in large numbers was 
verified by smear preparations. 


The technique of exposure is the following: 
The organisms to be tested were first suspended 
in sterile water and then one 2 mm. loopful of this 
liquid suspension was placed in the middle of the 
circle of the lower half of a sterile petri dish. 
The water was driven off by a few minutes dry- 
ing im.the anecubator at 3/7 deerees. C.- By this 
means all of the forms to be radiated were placed 
within a circle of not more than 5 mm diameter 
upon the plate. Following radiation 5 cc of 
sterile water was added to the plate for the pur- 
pose of resuspending the organisms. ‘The plate 
was then rotated gently for approximately one 
minute after which beef agar was added and the 
preparacion allowed to become semi solid. It 
was then incubated at 37 degrees for a period re- 
quired to allow maximum growth of the forms. 
Finally this plate was given a series number for 
record. Unexposed control preparations were 
included for each series and no desiccated plate, 
was allowed to stand longer than two hours before 
use.

starting with one-half minute and increasing to 
two to five minutes, slowly, depending on the 
arythema and the resulting pigmentation... While 
the reason for the sedative effect is unknown, I 
believe it to bé due either to an affect on the 
sympathetic nervous system alone, or as a result 
of the increased calcium metabolism, since cal- 
cium controls muscle and nerve tone. 


Among those conditions manifesting them- 
selves locally, probably eczema ranks first in fre- 
quency in our office. Ina group of twenty-five 
cases we have had uniformly good results, using 
trom three to thirty treatments for complete re- 
lief. It is our custom to use very heavy radiation 
in these cases, using the water-cooled lamp at a 
distance of one-half to three inches for a period 
of five minutes at first, increasing rather rapidly 
up to perhaps ten or fifteen minutes. If, how- 
ever, the area to be treated is large, we then use 
the air-cooled lamp at a distance of ten inches for 
the same or a slightly longer period. The heavy 
dose is necessary because of the extremely poor 
penetrative power of the short. wave lengths of 
ultraviolet, and because of the piled up mass of 
~—~epithelium due to the desquamative action of the 
eczematoid lesions. We also use heavy systemic 
irradiation in every case because of its effect on 
calcium metabolism, and every patient in this 
class needs and receives calcium in some form. 
Personally we prefer calcium chloride intraven- 
ously because it can be given in large doses and 
we are sure it reaches the blood stream, and it 
seems to have quite a favorable effect on the itch- 
ing. It is necessary to remember in giving cal- 
cium intravenously, that there is a constant reac- 
tion; that is, at each injection the patient experi- 
ences an uncomfortable sensation of warmth and 
may in some instances faint; therefore the patient 
should be warned beforehand and the injection 
should be given very slowly to minimize the ef- 
fect.

1. Continuous Spectra: Emitted by incandescent 
solids such as tungsten filament in a “Mazda” lamp. Such 
a spectrum begins in the Infra-red and extends through 
all wave-lengths in the visible region up to about 3400 
A. U. in the Ultra-violet. Light of this type, when the 
spectral values are balanced may appropriately be called 
artificial daylight and would appear to best be suited to 
the requirements of Cinematography. 

2. Band Spectra: Emitted from gases heated to 
incandescence or from electrified molecular gases in a

About the only 
practical sources of monochromatic light (from single 
wave lengths) are vacuum tubes containing the mon- 
atomic gases Helium, Neon, or Argon at pressures of 
about 10 mm., excited by a transformer current of from 
ten to fourteen-thousand volts. By adding metallic mer- 
cury to such a tube the electrified gas knocks out mer- 
cury ions and the tube then emits the familiar bright line 
spectrum of mercury similar to that produced by the 
Cooper Hewitt Arc, but without the large percentage of 
heat and infra-red rays generated by the latter.

Under this pompous title, which 
would presuppose the writing of 
many volumes, the writer presents a 
few of a series of photographs taken 
recently in the cabinet of Dr. Fred- 
erick Kinch Strong, of Hollywood, maby 
under weil defined spectral radiations. The illustrations 
on the opposite page are more eioquent than any written 
word and a simple description of the conditions under 
which they were taken will prove undoubtedly more in- 
teresting than a long and dry sequence of words with- 
out the accompaniment of the visual interpretation of 
their meaning’s. rales 

Dr. Strong is an eminent practitioner and has car- 
ried on for several years thorough investigations on the 
therapeutic effects of different kinds of ught radiations. 
His work has led him to the making of some light filters 
which transmit well defined spectrai radiations. 

The light units used’are either a mercury vapor tube 
or a Neon gas tube of the type iliustrated in the engrav- 
ings. ‘ihe filters are ot geiatine dyed with carefully 
selected dyes and their transmission is determined by 
careful spectroscopic inspection. 

The two pictures at the top of the page show Dr. 
Strong with his small spectroscope, examining the radia- 
tions emitted by the lights which in these two cases are: 
at the left a blue-violet and at the right a deep red mono- 
chromatic radiation. 

The lights actually shown in the picture were the 
sole illuminant used in taking the pictures. Panchro- 
matic plates were used. 

Note the difference in value of the draped curtain in 
the background which was of a rather dark blue color. 


The other illustrations present pictures of a chart 
made of colored woolen materials, the colors correspond- 
ing to each segment being readable on the chart itseif. 

The picture at the left in the middle row was taken

body—for. example, in acute bronchitis or 
“cold in the chest”—we have as prominent 
symptoms—fever, congestion, cough and ex- 
pectoration. Most people think that by 
taking medicine to suppress these symptoms 
they can cure the disease; hence the use 
of cough-syrups, sedatives, etc. When the 
patient recovers under such treatment it is 
in spite of the medicine rather than be- 
cause of tt, for these symptoms are the 
very means nature is using to throw off 
the infection. Extra vital force is being 
wisely directed to the endangered area— 
hence the fever, heat, congestion and ex- 
pectoration. Medical science has been 
working at the problem of “cure” from the 
wrong end. Instead of suppressing symp- 
toms we must aid nature to throw off the 
disease-producing germs and _ neutralize 
their poisons. In other words we must 


assist and promote the process of inflam- 
mation. It is because the inflammation 1s 


not sufficiently vigorous that many cases of 
tuberculosis do not recover. The infected 
areas are usually anaemic to start with and 
after the infection becomes well establisht 
the general blood pressure drops and it is 
still more difficult to establish the healing 
inflammatory phenomena. Other germs 
come in and cause secondary infections 
which greatly hasten the progress of the 
disease. 


Now the D’Arsonval High-frequency cur- 
rent, when applied to certain tissues of the 
body, produces all the effects of a natural 
inflammation—they cause “hyperaemia” or 
increase of blood to the parts, liberate heat 
and probably promote the circulation of the 
vital currents. This method is known as 
“diathermy” or “thermo-penetration” and 
has been successfully employed in many 
hospitals and clinics in treating pulmonary 
tuberculosis. Dr. Albert Geyser, of New 
York City, reports over sixty per cent of 
recoveries in cases so treated at his Clinic at 
Fordham University; others have reported 
equally good results, yet it is a fact that 
the State Boards of Health, the Public 
Sanitoriums and thousands of lung special- 
ists ignore this important method’ of com- 
batting the “Great White Plague.”

| High-frequency apparatus, such as the 


writer described in the December, 1917, 
issue of the ELECTRICAL EXPERIMENTER, OF 
any other standard therapeutic _high-fre- 
quency apparatus giving both Tesla and 
D’Arsonval currents, the successful home 
treatment of tuberculosis is easily possible.

ing the length of the treatment to forty 
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minutes. Continued daily for months this 
treatment will bring about recovery in a 
majority of consumptive patients. It 1S 
scarcely mecessary to add that proper 
dietary and hygienic measures should also 
be employed. Bulletins giving all needed 
information on these points can be had 
gratis from any State Board of Health. 
A physician should be consulted oc- 
casionally so that the progress of the case 
can be intelligently followed. 

The use of the “Ozone Nebula” by inhala- 
tion is of great value in treating tubercular 
cases and when it is given in connection 
with Diathermy the chances of the pa- 
tient’s recovery are materially increased. 
A simple home-made apparatus for this 
treatment is made from a Welsbach lamp 
chimney mounted in a wooden upright as 
shown in the drawing (Fig. 2) one end of 
the chimney is open, from which the patient 
inhales the nebula; the other end is closed 
with a disc of wood thru which is past a 
short glass tube three-eights inch in diam- 
eter; a brass rod 4%” by 8” slides thru a 
hole in the center of the disc. The inner 
end of the rod carries a small brass disc 
1/16” by 1%”; a small insulating rubber 
handle being attached to the outer end of 
the rod. A rubber tube connects the small 
glass tube with a DeVilbis Oil Nebulizer 
(procurable for a small sum at any large 
drug store) containing a small amount of 
“Pinoleum”—a preparation containing ‘oils 
of pine and eucalyptus. 


In treating, the patient sits on the fiber 
condenser pad which is connected with one 
terminal of the Tesla coil; the other Tesla 
terminal is connected to the brass rod in 
the chimney which is brought up close to 
the patient’s face until a fine purple effluve 
passes between him and the brass disc. An 
assistant now alternately compresses and 
releases the nebulizer bulb, thereby forcing 
the vaporized oil across the effluve so that 
it emerges from the open end of the chim- 
ney close to the nose and mouth of the 
patient. The patient, breathing naturally, 
inhales the chemical combination which is 
said to form between the oils and the ozone 
and nitrous vapors formed in the effluve; 
these are later released in the lung tissues. 
The action is antiseptic and also carries 
oxygen into the infected areas. Clinical 
tests seem to prove that there is a com- 
plicated . vitalizing effect obtained by the 
simultaneous use of the ozone nebula and 
the Tesla currents. 

This method was devised some years ago 
by the writer and differs from all the 
Ozone and “Oxylene” systems on the mar- 
ket in the above respect; in other words it is 
a combination treatment of two well recog- 
nized healing agents. | 

It should be given for only a few min- 
utes at a time, and twice daily. If the vapor 
is too irritating, reduce the effluve by means 
of the spark gap or by withdrawing the 
sliding rod in the chimney. 

No possible dangerous effects can fol- 
low the intelligent use of the electrothera- 
peutic methods above described, in the 
home treatment of tuberculosis, and the 
beneficial results are very marked. 

Those interested in using high-frequency 
currents for the above purpose should ob- 
tain the back numbers of the ELECTRICAL

Laboratory findings: blood showed a marked 
secondary anaemia; blood chemistry was nega- 
tive; electrocardiograph indicated a left ventri- 
cular preponderance.

Postmortem diagnosis: Cause of death—gas- 
tric ulcer with erosion into the splenic artery. 


Comment: Here we have an elderly male 
who presents a‘history of well being until a 
very recent date, “There was a complete absence 
of any suggestive gastro-intestinal complaint ex- 
cept for a vague abdominal discomfort follow- 
ing meals. Hemorrhage is the first symptom 
for which he sought relief. It is a wonder that 
he survived the bleeding vessel as long as he did. 


Some of the more important postmortem find- 
ings might be mentioned here: The left lung 
showed an apex rather nodular, and the appear- 
ance of an old tuberculous process, some of 
which is active. There was slight hypostatic 
pneumonia at both bases. The abdominal cavity 
contained no blood nor ascitic fluid and no evi- 
dence of peritonitis. On opening the stomach 
it was found to contain about 1200 c.c. clotted 
~ blood. On the greater curvature about 3 inches 
from the cardiac end there is a shallow ulcer the 
size of a nickel in the center of which 1s a per- 
foration about 3 m.m. in diameter, walled off by 
firm adhesions to the pancreas. A probe is 
readily passed through this perforation into what 
appears to be the splenic artery. It appears to 
be at a definite erosion into the artery, readily 
accounting for the severe hemorrhages. ‘The 
blood vessel in question shows very little 
sclerosis or abnormality. The pancreas was 
negative. The liver is slightly smaller than 
normal and is of a pale tan color. It shows no 
evidence of cirrhosis. The gastric ulcer shows 
no evidence of malignancy. 3 


Gross hemorrhage from primary gastric can- 
cer is rare. Microscopic hemorrhage is com- 
mon. A neoplasm in the location of the ulcer 
found at autopsy, being practically symptomless, 
is seldom diagnosed before it becomes inoper- 
able. Gross bleeding per se suggests a lesion 
other than cancer. Another suggestive cause 
for massive hemorrhage is a rupture of an 
esophageal or gastric varix. Clinically the liver 
was thought enlarged, and this associated with 
the history of chronic alcoholism, hemorrhoids, 
dilated superficial abdominal veins, made a 
bleeding varix a possibility. This, however, was 
not borne out at autopsy. It is difficult to con- 
ceive of a perforating ulcer, such as was found 
here, not giving rise to a more definite clinically 
picture before the. fatal hemorrhage, 


In the treatment there was an attempt to ob- 
serve certain fundamental considerations: (1) 
A clot of clots must be permitted and encouraged 
to form at the site of the bleeding. (2) The 
pressure of the blood in the vessels, lowered as 
a result of the hemorrhage, must not be raised 
so suddenly as to blow out the clots. (3) Shock 
must be combated, but not over-treated, too 
much. stimulation often resulting in recurrent 
hemorrhage. (4) The digestion of the edges of 
the exposed blood vessel wound by the gastric 
juice must be prevented if possible. 


X-ray study and stomach analysis was of 
course withheld, and absolute bed rest on a semi- 
soft diet was instituted until the patient could 
be submitted to surgery. Unfortunately he died 
before operative relief of the hemorrhage was 
deemed possible. 

Discussion by Dr. Shuman: Surgery is a 
questionable factor in this instance. ‘There is 
some dispute about the treatment of gastric 
hemorrhage per se. The majority of surgeons 
like Moyniham, Walton and W. J. Mayo avoid 
surgical treatment of acute massive gastric 
hemorrhage, regardless of its cause, because it 
is attended by a higher mortality than non-surgi- 
cal treatment. Death from a single massive 
hemorrhage from peptic ulcer is rare.

THE OLD DRUG STORE AND THE 
OLD FARM 


HE drug store is no longer an apothecary 

shop. A man setting up an old-fashioned 
drug store, though the most skillful com- 
pounder of prescriptions in the world with a 
stock embracing the entire pharcacoepia would 
be but opening the door to the wolf of starva- 
tion. The drug store has changed from the 
time of our fathers when the window displays 
consisted of ornate receptacles filled with red, 
green and blue liquids. The drug store is now 
an emporium of everything. Drugs are served 
as well as ever, but the profits from the sale 
of them are but a small part of the income of 
the druggist. 

The druggist has adopted diversification of 
business ‘as the progressive farmer practices 
diversity of crops.

The Council of Physical Therapy, A. M. A., as 
now organized, comprises physicists, physiologists, 
pathologists and clinicians, ; 
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not always due to presstire but that they may

This 
would be due to the swelling of the myoma which 
is the first effect of radiation and it does not 
change to atrophy for several weeks. 


5. Every form of secondary degeneration of 
myoma demands operation. In these patients, 
there is usually fever, copious discharge, pain, 
all of which cannot be influenced by radiation. 


6. Cases in which the myoma is complicated 
by inflammatory disease of the adnexa or by 


adhesions should not be subjected to radiation 
treatment. 


7. Excessive size of the myoma forms a con- 
traindication, and this affects tumors that extend 
above the umbilicus. In these cases, the suc- 
cess 1s uncertain for several reasons, especially 
because the exact location of the ovaries is un- 
certain and, therefore, it is impossible to insure 
their exposure to the rays. 


Although the number of contraindications is 
high, Werner claims that it is possible to treat 
about 50 per cent of all cases of myoma by X- 
ray. A careful study of the patients may make 
it possible to treat some with apparent contra- 


indications successfully, but these will always be. 


special cases in which the treatment is adminis- 
tered in deference to the expressed wish of the 
patient.

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CLINICAL STUDY AND USE OF 
NEON MERCURY LIGHT 


By FREDERICK FINCH STRONG, M. D. 


Soe years ago the writer perfected a ser- 
ies of filters for use with a quartz Mercury 
arc, with which he was able to isolate the 
different lines in the visible Mercury spectrum 
as well as certain groups in the longer ultravio- 
let region. Many of these filters were of col- 
ored gelatine and did not stand up well under the 
heat produced by the Mercury arc. This led to 
the study of the so-called “Cold Mercury 
Light,” which is emitted from vacuum tubes 
containing small amounts of Neon gas, together 
with metallic Mercury. Such a tube when 
excited by an alternating current of 14,000 volts 
emits an almost pure Mercury spectrum, practi- 
cally free from heat and infra-red rays. Filters 
such as those designed by the writer have been 
used with this source of light for several years 
without showing any signs of deterioration. 


At the present time the writer has equipped his 
offices with a variety of cold light units, not only 
those of the Neon Mercury type but others con- 
taining pure Neon. Nagelschmidt has reported 
surprising results with Neon light in relief of 
pain and reduction of fever. The writer is at 
present studying this source in connection with 
filters which transmit respectively a pure red 
group of wave-lengths and a pure orange group. 
Clinical results with these two groups will be re- 
ported in a subsequent article. 


A large number of cases have been treated 
with rays emitted from Neon Mercury units, and 
some very surprising results obtained. The 
first experiments demonstrated the decided 
anodyne effects of a group of rays transmitted 
with the writer’s No. 1 filter (a crystal violet 
gelatine). He has called this group the “Blue 
Ultraviolet,” as it consists of three wave-lengths 


in the following proportions: Blue 4358 A. U. 


45 per cent, Violet 4047-78 A. U. 20 per cent, 
Ultraviolet 3663-55-50 A. U. 35 per cent. A 
tew brief case reports may be cited to illustrate 
this action. 


(1) Tri-Facial Neuralgia. 


Mrs. L., age 48. Tic-doloreaux for twelve years. 
Left for eight years after removal of Gasserian Gang- 
lion, but reappeared worse than ever two years before 
treatment. When first seen patient was almost in- 
sane from lack of sleep and pain. Large doses of 
morphine had given no relief. Other physio-therapeu- 
tic modalities had been tried before she came to the 
writer, but unsuccessfully. She was treated over the 
face and head with Mercury Neon unit, consisting of 
a grid ten inches square, formed of about five feet 
of radiant tubing. No immediate relief of pain fol- 
lowed the first treatment, but the patient slept five 
hours that night. Gradual improvement followed suc- 
cessive daily treatments of one hour each for several 
months. Patient has gone back to work and has been, 
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at the present time for over a year, free from neural- 
gia. No other treatment was given other than the 
Cold Mercury Light. 

(2) Gastric Neuralgia. 3 

Mrs. L., age 21. Gave the following history: Every 
day for over four months at about six p. m. experi- 
enced violent pain in the region of the stomach, which 
usually continued for several hours, sometimes up to 
four o’clock the following morning. Internal treat- 
ment, dietetic and medicinal, had given no relief. 
Patient was losing weight and strength from the pain. 
Systolic was 90, diastolic 65, haemoglobin 75%. 

Treatment with Cold Mercury Light, with filter No. 
1, applied close to epigastrium, for one hour. Pati- 
ent reported the next day, in great excitement, that 
she had been free from pain for the first time in four 
months. 

Was given daily treatments for three weeks, then 
twice a week for one month. Pain entirely ceased 
after the third treatment. When discharged systolic 
was 119, diastolic 70, haemoglobin 82 per cent. Patient 
had gained ten pounds. No treatment whatever 
except the Cold Mercury Light. 

Patient was in good health and no recurrence of 
pain one year after last treatment. 

(3) Lumbago. 

Mrs. P., age 80. Suffered for four years with dizzi- 
ness, ringing ears, constipation, lumbago, fainting 
spells in the morning. Heart intermitted frequently. 
Had been running a systolic pressure of over 200 for 
three years. Could not work or get about on account 
of pain in back. , 

Before treatment, systolic 220, diastolic 90, P. P. 130. 

Treatment: Cold Mercury Light, with filter No. 1, 
over spine thirty minutes, thirty minutes over head and 
thorax. After treatment, systolic 205, diastolic 90. 
Pain was very much relieved. 

After the third treatment systolic was 180, diastolic 
100. Pain entirely gone. After two weeks’ treatment 
she was able to get about and do her housework. After 
one month dizziness and fainting spells ceased. Heart 
normal and no pain. Systolic 156, diastolic 90. 


No other treatment except the Cold Mercury Light. 


Six months after last treatment patient was exam- 
ined and found to be normal and has been active in 
the interim. Systolic 150, diastolic 90, 


HE above reports are selected from a large 

number in which pain has not only been re- 
lieved, but the condition which caused it entirely 
corrected by this treatment. 


Case No. 3 was the first in which the writer’s 
attention was called to the effect of this new 
light on hypertension. This led him to use this 
treatment in similar cases, with most gratifying 
results. Over thirty cases have been treated, all 
of which showed a systolic of over 200, and with 
one exception a series of treatments, averaging 
about fifty, have entirely restored the patients 
to health, the average systolic when they report 
monthly for observation after the completion of 
the series of treatments being about 155. The 
exception was a case of heart block, every other 
beat being suppressed. The patient had had a 
pulse of 38 for some years. ‘The systolic, which 
was 230, was not reduced with the Cold Light 
treatment. ‘This is significant for it shows that 
this new modality induces an endocrine balance 
which would reduce the blood pressure to normal 
in the average case but would have no effect on 


a purely compensatory hypertension, as in the 
case just cited. 

While the first few cases were treated with 
the small unit above described, later cases were 
treated with a “bath” arrangement consisting of 
ten parallel tubes, each six feet long, covered 
with the appropriate filter, and suspended about 
two feet above the couch on which the patient 
reclined, all clothing being removed. 


Another form of unit which has proved par- 
ticularly efficient in hypertension cases, consists 
of three sections arranged in the form of a 
hollow square, each section containing about 
twelve feet of tubing. It was noticed that grad- 
ual improvement followed the use of these rays 
in many cases showing marked hypotension, as 
well as cases of hypothyroidism, which seems to 
confirm the writer’s theory that this agent acts 
by inducing an endocrine balance. 


Recently comparative tests have been made 
with rays emitted from the quartz Mercury aré 
with the No, 1 filter, the light transmitted being 
the same as that with the Neon Mercury unit. 
Some relief of pain and some vitalizing and 
sedative effects have been obtained in this way, 
but. the writer has been unable to influence 
hypertension or hypotension. This would indi- 
cate that there are elements at work in the Neon 
Mercury treatment peculiar to this method of 
generation. 


Careful experiment has shown that in addition 
to the light from the Mercury lines there are the 
following unique factors: First, the light comes 
in interrupted pulses synchronous with the fre- 
quency of the current (100 to 120 per second). 
This would seem to produce a vibratory light 
massage on the nerve endings, producing not 
only local effects, but which perhaps travel 
through the sensory nerves to the spine and 
across the ramicommunicantes affecting the 
sympathetic and para-sympathetic systems. Sec- 
ond, radiating from the Neon Mercury unit are 
two forms of electrical waves; (a) the low fre- 
quency waves synchronous with the alternations 
of the current; (b) superimposed high frequency 
currents of extremely short wave-leneths. The 
latter seem to be generated by the oscillations of 
the gas body in the vacuum tubes. They are be- 
ing studied in the writer’s laboratory, and also 
in the Claude laboratories in Paris where the 
phenomenon was first noticed. 

With the large “bath” unit, or with the triple 
unit above described, the electrical charges im- 
parted to the patient are so great that a Neon 
tube may be illuminated if held in contact with 
the patient’s skin, small sparks may be drawn 
from the patient’s body and a telephonic detector 
be made to buzz loudly. 


The question arises: How much of the ef- 
fect on the endocrines observed in patients 
treated with Neon mercury light is due to the

electrical effect, and how much to the light 
rays? ‘The writer has made a series of experi- 
ments in an attempt to answer this question. 
Opaque. paper screens were placed over the 
lights and the patient given the treatment as 
usual. Hypertension cases so treated showed 
about one-half the drop that was obtained when 
the light was unscreened. The previously cited 
experiments with the quartz lamp with the vio- 
let filter would seem to prove that Mercury light 
alone will not produce the effect. Therefore it 
appears that a happy combination of physical 
forces are simultaneously produced with the 


writer's Cold Light system which appear mutu- 


ally to reinforce each other. 

The treatments with the writer’s original small 
unit were always given for one hour. With the 
larger units now employed a maximum effect 1s 
often secured in fifteen to twenty minutes, al- 
though no harmful effects result if the treat- 
ment is continued for an hour or more. 

In addition to the types of cases in which the 
benefit appears to be due to the induction of 
endocrine balance, the writer has accumulated 
clinical data showing the effects of the Cold 
Light in a variety of other conditions. For 
example: in cases of burns of all degrees, many 
acute skin infections such as poison oak, herpes 
facialis and furunculosis, striking results have 
~ been obiained by the use of the Cold Light, with 
the No. 2 filter, which transmits a three-wave 
eroup of a dominant turquoise color, consisting 
of ahree- wave: -lengths, Mercury- Green 5461 A. 


U., Blue-Green 4916 A. U., Blue 4358 A. U. This’ 


ray-group has also given excellent results in the 
treatment of acute fevers and as a routine post- 
surgical treatment to promote the healing of 
wounds. In all these cases there is usually a 
marked anodyne effect, although occasionally, 
for some unknown reason, we meet with a case 
in which pain is not relieved at all. 

Other types of cases have been treated suc- 
cessfully with the No. 3 filter which transmits 
no ultraviolet but only the yellow line, 5790 A. 
U., and the green line, 5461 A. U. The No. 4 
filter transmits only the yellow line. Data is 
accumulating indicating the specific uses for 
these two ray-groups, which will be given in a 
subsequent article. 

Very remarkable results have been obtained 
in organic cardiac cases, the blue-ultraviolet 
eroup being used for the most part. Anasarca 
subsides almost invariably after a few treatments 
and the cardiac muscles seem to be strengthened 
and the murmurs become less noticeable. Ex- 
cellent results have been obtained in ~ several 
cases after acute endocarditis, the rays being 
very helpful in establishing an adequate com- 
pensation. 

Other physicians who are now using the writ- 
er’s methods are reporting some very interest- 
ing results. Three cases of osteomyelitis have 


recovered under the treatment, and in each case 
the morphine was discontinued after the- Cold 
Light was used. All made uninterrupted. re- 
coveries. A prominent surgeon in Los Angeles 
states that he has reduced his hypnotics and nar- 
cotics in his surgical practice by about 20 per 
cent since employing Cold Mercury Light as a 
routine post-surgical measure. | 

The writer believes that in introducing this 
new modality he has given the profession an 
agent having greater therapeutic value than any 
heretofore used | in physio-therapeutic practice.

Examination revealed an elderly, very anaemic 
and emaciated male. Heart slightly enlarged to 
left; sounds distant.

Hemorrhage is the first symptom 
for which he sought relief. It is a wonder that 
he survived the bleeding vessel as long as he did. 


Some of the more important postmortem find- 
ings might be mentioned here: The left lung 
showed an apex rather nodular, and the appear- 
ance of an old tuberculous process, some of 
which is active. There was slight hypostatic 
pneumonia at both bases. The abdominal cavity 
contained no blood nor ascitic fluid and no evi- 
dence of peritonitis. On opening the stomach 
it was found to contain about 1200 c.c. clotted 

blood. On the greater curvature about 3 inches 
from the cardiac end there is a shallow ulcer the 
size of a nickel in the center of which is a per- 
foration about 3 m.m. in diameter, walled off by 
firm adhesions to the pancreas. A probe is 
readily passed through this perforation into what 
appears to be the splenic artery. It appears to 
be at a definite erosion into the artery, readily 
accounting for the severe hemorrhages. The 
‘blood vessel in question shows very little 
sclerosis or abnormality. ‘The pancreas was 
negative. The liver is slightly smaller than 
normal and is of a pale tan color. It shows no 
evidence of cirrhosis. The gastric ulcer shows 
no evidence of malignancy. 3 


Gross hemorrhage from primary gastric can- 
cer is rare. Microscopic hemorrhage is com- 
mon. A neoplasm in the location of the ulcer 
found at autopsy, being practically symptomless, 
is seldom diagnosed before it becomes inoper- 
able. Gross bleeding per se suggests a lesion 
other than cancer. Another suggestive cause 
for massive hemorrhage is a rupture of an 
esophageal or gastric varix. Clinically the liver 
was thought enlarged, and this associated with 
the history of chronic alcoholism, hemorrhoids, 
dilated superficial abdominal veins, made a 
bleeding varix a possibility. This, however, was 
not borne. out at autopsy. It is difficult to con- 
ceive of a perforating ulcer, such as was found 
here, not giving rise to a more definite clinically 
picture before the fatal hemorrhage, 


In the treatment there was an attempt to ob- 
serve certain fundamental considerations: (1) 
A clot of clots must be permitted and encouraged 
to form at the site of the bleeding. (2) The 
pressure of the blood in the vessels, lowered as 
a result of the hemorrhage, must not be raised 
so suddenly as to blow out the clots. (3) Shock 
must be combated, but not over-treated, too 
much. stimulation often resulting in recurrent 
hemorrhage. (4) The digestion of the edges of 
the exposed blood vessel wound by the gastric 
juice must be prevented if possible. 

X-ray study and stomach analysis was of 
course withheld, and absolute bed rest on a semi- 
soft diet was instituted until the patient could 
be submitted to surgery. Unfortunately he died 
before operative relief of the hemorrhage was 
deemed possible. 


Discussion by Dr. Shuman: Surgery is a 
questionable factor in this instance. There is 
some dispute about the treatment of gastric 
hemorrhage per se. The majority of surgeons 
like Moyniham, Walton and W. J. Mayo avoid 
surgical treatment of acute massive gastric 
hemorrhage, regardless of its cause, because it 
is attended by a higher mortality than non-surgi- 
cal treatment. Death from a single massive 
hemorrhage from peptic ulcer is rare.

vascular pathology. The method has been 
perfected and is now known as “The Strong 
Cold Ray System of Physical Therapy.” 


Thousands of treatments have been given 
in our offices, and so successful have been the 
results that patients are coming here from 
all parts of the United States. 


This has necessitated the expansion of 
‘The Cold Light Research Laboratory and 
Offices” into “THE STRONG THERA- 
PEUTIC INSTITUTE. 


The present equipment includes twelve 
commodious treatment rooms, each contain- 
ing a therapeutic unit composed of forty feet 
of Mercury vacuum tubing with appropriate 
ray-filters and transformer. This gives an 
active radiating surface about three by six 
feet, entirely covering the couch upon which 
the patient reclines.

"1. Cases of so-called “Essential Hyper- 
tension’ (Hyperpiesis), with no apparent

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pressures not over 200mm; diastolic not over 
120. In this class of cases pressure is usually 
reduced to normal (systolic not over 145mm, 
diastolic under 100mm) in about twenty-five 
treatments. In many of these cases pressures 
have remained normal for over two years 
since their last treatment. 

2. Cases showing definite indications of 
sclerotic changes in the arteries, with sys- 
tolics 200mm to 300mm, diastolics 120mm to 
160mm. These cases are much more diffi- 
cult, but in the majority of instances the 
pressure can be brought within the “safety 
zone” (systolic not over 185mm ; diastolic 
under 110mm) in a few months’ treatments. 
After this, weekly treatments will] maintain 
this condition and allow nature to bring 
about regenerative changes in the arteries. 
Despite statements to the contrary by many 
so-called “authorities” who have not~ fol- 
lowed the work of Physiotherapists, Arteri- 
osclerosis is not an incurable condition. Dr. 
Burton Grover endorses this last statement 
on the basis of his results with Autoconden- 
sation. 

Advanced Arteriosclerosis where cerebral 
hemorrhage has occurred is, however, prac- 
ticably incurable, but Cold-Ray treatment 
will do much to prolong life and relieve dis- 
tressing symptoms. 

3. Hypertension cases with Myocardial 
degeneration (‘Heart-failure” cases). A 
number of extreme instances of this type 
have been successfully treated. These in- 
clude patients suffering with Dyspnoea, Car- 
diac Asthma, Dropsy and Ascites, Arrhy- 
thmia, heart-block, and failing compensation 
in valvular disease. So remarkable has been 
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the improvement in some of these cases that 
the writer has hesitated to report them in 
the medical journals. 


4. High tension cases with renal degen- 
eration. This is another class of so-called 
‘hopeless’ cases in which positive results 
have been obtained. Many patients who came 
with high blood-pressures and urine loaded 
with granular casts and albumen, are at the 
present time, running pressures in the 
“safety zone” and no trace of renal path- 
ology shown by uranalysis. 


(It is scarcely necessary to add that, : in 
the treatment of all cases, infected foci are 
looked for and removed, proper diet insti- 
tuted, constipation corrected and proper 
means used for normalizing the colonic 
flora.) 


While the bulk of our work is done in con- 
nection with hypertension cases a separate 
department is devoted to the treatment of 
cases in which very short ultraviolet rays are 
indicated. A number of the recently perfected 
“Strong Cold Quartz Mercury Ultraviolet” 
generators are available, as well as the usual 
high-frequency and other physical therapy 
apparatus. The high germacidal action of 
the “Cold Quartz’ apparatus has been deter- 
mined by Dr. T. D. Beckwith, Assoc. Prof. 
Bacteriology, University of California. His 
culture tests showed that ordinary bacteria 
are killed in fifteen seconds, while spore- 
formers (tetanus, for example) which resist 
an hour’s boiling are killed by the new ap- 
paratus in two minutes. 

There being no heat to the Cold Quartz 
apparatus the generators may be applied 
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directly to the affected tissues, thus avoiding 
losses from air absorption; this opens an 
entirely new field in ultraviolet therapy. 

_ The local units are being successfully used 
in the treatment of hemorrhoids, fissures, 
prostatitis, cervical erosions, functional im- 
potence and other orificial conditions. The 
larger units are uSed in increasing vital re- 
sistance, normalizing blood calcium and 
phosphorus, and treating skin diseases. Old 
Acne cases with faces pitted and scarred as 
in smallpox have been permanently cured. 
By repeated “peeling’’ with the Cold Quartz 
raysS—a new, and relatively painless process 
—even old scars and pits can be eradicated 
and replaced with healthy “‘baby skin.” Some 
of our happiest results have been in this type 
of cases. Eczemas and other skin cases are 
similarly treated. Complete food allergy 
tests are made when indicated. 

Mention should also be made of the work 
being done in certain eye cases. We discov- 
ered that the 3660 A. U. ultraviolet wave- 
group from the long-wave apparatus induces 
brilliant yellow fluorescence in the crystal- 
line lens, releasing active secondary waves 
and thus effecting a molecular “massage” of 
the lenticular structure.

THE SUCCESSFUL TREATMENT OF 
ARTERIAL HYPERTENSION 


(Written especially for “The Medical Herald and 
Physiotherapist” ) 


aoe REDERICK: FINCH STRONG, M..D: 
GENERAL CONSIDERATIONS 
A RTERIAL hypertension which was for- 


merly considered a natural compen- 

satory adjustment of the organism in 
the presence of certain cardiac and renal dis- 
ease, is now regarded as almost invariably 
pathological. In many years’ experience in 
the treatment of this condition the writer has 
seen but two cases in which the hypertension 
could properly be called compensatory. These 
were both cases of heart-block and will be 
described later 1n this article. 


Py S Och BRAY Ss ? 


Authorities do not agree as to the cause of 
hypertension, some believing it to be here- 
ditary, while most physicians agree that in- 
fected foci, and more especially, the toxaemia 
resulting trom intestinal putretaction are con- 
tributory causes in a large percentage of 
cases. ‘That the condition leads to grave 
pathological changes in the heart, kidneys and 


biood vessels 1s an established fact. The 
term... essential..hbypertension.’ -1s°> generally 


used to define the condition before it has pro- 
duced its secondary pathological effects, al- 
though the term “Hyperptesis,” introduced by 
sir Clifford Allbutt and adopted by Dr. Bur- 
ton Grover in his admirable “Epitome on 
Blood Pressure,” is perhaps the better term. 
Alcohol, coffee, tobacco, and excessive meat 
eating’. are. net:.at. present résarded as.-causa- 
tive factors in hypertension, but they un- 
doubtedly aggravate the condition and should 
be largely eliminated if it is to be successfully 
treated. : 

It as estimated that there are. Pemerica 
several million cases of hypertension and that 
the condition is responsible for the majority 
of deaths from apoplexy, organic heart dis- 
ease and-nephritis.. -[he importance or any 
treatment which will relieve or even palliate 
hypertension is, therefore, evident, yet it is a 
fact that the majority of physicians know of 
practically no means of combatting it. Fast- 
ing and absolute rest reduces it to what has 
been ‘called “Basal hypertension, Shut. there 
is almost invariably a return of the high pres- 
sure when the normal activities of life are re- 
sumed. 


If allowed to continue, about 50 per cent of 
hypertension cases die from organic heart dis- 
Eases, Goa Cention apoplexy. 10 pér cent 
from uraemia, and 5 per cent from other causes. 


Medicinal treatment offers’ little help in 
hypertension. All kinds of diets have been 
advocated but none of them have proved to 
be of any specific value. It may be said, how- 
ever, that a restricted diet, with a minimum 
of starch and animal protein, and the partial 
elimination of salt, is a routine that should be 
prescribed in all cases. 


Excitement, worry, overwork, lack of emo- 
tional control, and intense mental concentration 
are contributory factors, the control of which 
must obviously be left to the patient himself, 
the physician acting only in an advisory capa- 
city. Moderate exercise is probably good, 
but all excesses should be avoided. 


Autocondensation has long been recognized 
by physiotherapists as the best therapeutic meas- 
ure known up to the present time for the treat- 
ment of hypertension. The technique of its 
use is given in detail in the works of Dr. Burton 
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Grover and in the writings of Dr. Frederick De 
Kraft, Dr. William Benham Snow, and other 
prominent physiotherapists. The modern tech- 
nique, using the Tesla apparatus, is a perfected 
form of that introduced by the present writer in 
1898. 

‘The latest, and it is belreved, the most uni- 
versally successful treatment for hypertension 
is; by the use. of the writer’s Cold Mercury 
Light apparatus which has been introduced to 
the profession under the commercial name of 
hie. ord-Ray.- cA sreport of its use. in. a 
large number of hypertension cases is given in 
this present article. 


Methods of Taking Blood Pressure 


While the sphygmomanometer has heen 
used for many years, its technique is not so 
simple as might be supposed and there are 
many sources of error which have not been 
stressed by those who have written on this 
eapyect.- lwo torms. of instrument are -gen- 
erally used, the “Lycos” type, which works on 
the aneroid barometer principle, and the Mer- 
cury apparatus, of which the ‘“Baumanometer”’ 
is perhaps the best. Mercury instruments 
cannot get out of order, but those involving 
the aneroid principle require frequent  re- 
calibration with a standard Mercury ap- 
Patatus. KReadines are obtained by- three 
methods, the visual, tactual, and auscultatory. 
Of these only the last may be considered as 
suitable for accurate work. No attempt will 
be given here to repeat the ordinary details of 
technique, but several points :-should. be 
stressed. |

from both arms, whereas probably 95 per 
cent of all physicians use the left arm only.

“while in only 10 per cent was there a perfect 
balance in the readings. ‘This imbalance is of 
extreme importance, as can readily be seen. 

For. example: a patient was examined by 
the writer some weeks ago who had recently 
passed an examination for life insurance, the 
systolic on the left arm registering 148. The 
writer’s readings showed the left systolic 150, 
the right systolic 185, which is significant. In 
lecturing to a group of Los Angeles physicians 
who visited his laboratory several months 
ago, the writer asked if any of them had ever 
noticed this imbalance between the readings 


of thegtwo.arms.- No one-replied,~ but one 
physician grinned broadly, and on being ques- 
tioned admitted that he had noticed this im- 
balance in examining his patients for over a 
year but had said nothing about it, thinking 
that there must be something wrong with his 
technique. In a previous article the writer 
has stated certain speculations which have oc- 
curred to him, which may account for the 
existence of this imbalance It is unquestion- 
ably pathognomonic as it does not occur in 
the average normal person, a difference in 
pressures of from 5 to 10 millimeters being 
not considered abnormal by the _ present 
writer. In taking the systolic pressure, it 1s 
well to repeat it at least twice as the first, and 
sometimes the second, reading will give irregu- 
lar pulsations from 10 to 15 millimeters higher 
than the actual systolic. The air should be 
released from the check valve very slowly, al- 
lowing time for the inertia of the Mercury. 


Interpretation of Results 


The diastolic. pressure, of course, indicates 
the constant heart load and some authorittes 
state that a continued diastolic over 120 milli- 
meters indicates death within two years 
CPatmen). | 

The systolic gives the intermittent strain 
on the heart and circulatory system. Barach 
has devised a method by which we may de- 
termine the total amount of energy. ‘This 
has been well described in Dr. Grover’s book 
on blood pressure. The energy index is ob- 
tained by multiplying the sum of the systolic 
and diastolic pressures’ by the pulse rate. 20,- 
000 is given as a maximum and 13,000 as a 
minimum normal reading. The writer sug- 
vests that energy indices be computed only 
after treatment or after the patient has rested 
to give an opportunity for the pulse rate to 
become normal. 


Reports of Cases of Hypertension Treated 
With the Cold-Ray Apparatus 


These cases have been treated during the 
past three years. In his earlier work the 
writer used a small apparatus of which the 
modern “Cold Ray Lamp” is a perfected form 
and while some surprising results were ob- 
tained* in certain hypertension cases, others 
showed little effect from the treatment so far 
as the reduction of blood pressure was con- 
cerned. Over 90 per cent of the following 
cases have been treated with the large bath 
unit, containing forty feet of vacuum tubing, 
or with the hollow square apparatus (*) In 
various ray-groups transmitted from the cold 
Mercury apparatus in connection with the 
writer’s selective filters, the blue-ultraviolet 
croup has been employed in all his hyperten- 
sion work.

These cardiac cases were of many different 
types, several of them may be briefly de- 
scribed. 

Case’ dy .«Many asede 40.) Had been gassed 
and wounded in the war, and for the past nine 
years the heart had been enormously dilated, 
involvement of all the valves, incipient aneur- 
isms in both axillae and both carotids, the 
arteries bulging out like eggs at each cardiac 
systole. The systolic before treatment was 
%30, diastolic 135. After the course of treat- 
ment the pulsations in axillae and carotids 
were scarcely visible, the murmurs reduced 
50 per cent, and the cardiac area was decided- 
ly smaller. Except for some digestive dis- 
turbance patient was in fairly good health 
when discharged, but the systolic was still 200 
and the diastolic 120. 


Case 2. Woman, aged 52. History, Of, Or 
ganic heart disease, slight cerebral hem- 
orrhage, systolic of over 200 for four years, 
ascites and oedema of the lower limbs for 
nearly a year. When first seen, the legs were 
twice their normal size and covered with 
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dropsical ulcers, the abdomen filled with 
fluid, heart exceedingly irregular, pulse 140, 
systolic 230, diastolic 110; so many murmurs 
that it was impossible to separate them. Af- 
ter the first treatment the heart was steadier, 
and the anasarca somewhat less. Three 
months after the end of the course of tréat- 
ment the patient reported with a reading of 
135-80, pulse 85, murmurs much reduced, no 
tachycardia, no recurrence of the dropsy or 
ascites. Patient was actively engaged in 
business and had driven a car many thousand 
miles since the last treatment.

Case 3. Woman, aged 65. Was lirst seen 
‘n consultation with her physician. She was 
in fairly good health, hut for ten years the 
pulse rate had been from 36 to 38, the systolic 
averaging about 225. One experimental treat- 
ment was given with the Cold-Ray without 
any ‘effect whatever on the reading or the 
pulse. 


Case 4. Woman, aged 54. Gave a history 
of having fallen off a cliff im an automobile 
and sustained internal injurtes. Later recov- 
ered soinewhat, but fainted on the street and 
was taken into the hospital in a supposedly dy- 
ing condition. After eleven days was taken 
from the hospital, very weak, with a systolic 
of 220, diastolic 80, pulse 30. Gradually re- 
gvained her streneth to some degree during 
the ensuing ‘year. Has been under the writ- 
er’s treatment at the présent time for about 
three months. The systolic is now running 
about 205, diastolic 90, pulse 36. Her general 
Lealth is much improved, dyspnoea has disap- 
peared, heart-beat is strong and regular and 
the myocardium seems much improved. She 
is living a moderately active life, able to do 
her housework and take long motor trips, but 
not able to drive a Car. 


These cases are significant as they are the 
only two in the writer's experience where the 
hypertension is obviously compensatory. It 
is interesting to note that the Cold-Ray treat- 
ment produced no effect other than the gen- 
Seat inerease in Streneth and vitality, . tae 
hypertension being unaffected. The last case 
had had one treatment with autocondensation 
from another physician which had aggravated 
the condition to such an extent as to neces- 
sitate her remaining in bed for a fortnight. 


General Conclusions and Comments 


The majority of cases showed an average 
drop in the systolic of 10 millimeters after 
each treatment, the pressure rising about 9 


millimeters in the interim between treatments. 
In some of the cases, however, and at certain 
times in the majority of the cases, the systolic 
would go up ten points during treatment. This 
is quite different from autocondensation 
where, in the writer’s experience, we almost in- 
variably get at least a slight drop during the 
treatment. 

Up to the present time the writer has had 
only three cases return for additional treat- 
ment, although most cases report every three 
months to have the blood pressure checked. 
Many of them are running normal after two 
years’ treatment. In the three cases above 
referred to a few weeks’ treatment quickly 
brought the pressure down to normal, and in 
none. ofethem had there been any fecurreiicy 
of the symptoms associated with the original 
hypertension. 


The only routine treatment which the writer 
has employed in his hypertension cases is to 
change the intestinal flora to eliminate colonic 
auto-intoxication. For this purpose he uses 
three Acidophilus preparations after testing 
practically all of those on the market. 
These ate the Vitelait Culture,\the Miller 
Fat-Free Culture, and Multford's Acidophilus 
Blocks. He has had no success with acid- 
ophilus milk. Cultures are given orally or by 
colonic implantation. Permanence of the 
erowth-is assured by prescribing “Célactin’ 
or “Lactodextrin,’ to be continued indetinitely 
itt. small ‘doses. 


A unique feature of the Cold-Ray treatment 
is the absence of any necessity for oraduation 
of dosage or supervision of the patient during 
the treatment; no bother with electrodes, and 
no danger of over-treatment. In several 
chronic cases an apparatus has been perman- 
ently installed in the patient’s home. 


After giving thousands of treatments with 
the Cold-Ray, the writer has yet to see any 
evidence of conditions in which its use would 
be contra-indicated, or where it could pos- 
sibly do harm if used excessively. This can 
be said of no other physio-therepeutic modal- 
ity. 

In conclusion, it is interesting to note that 
in the just-issued 1928 edition of ‘Nelson's 
Loose Leaf Living Medicine,’ which is sup} 
posed to embody the latest advances in medt 
cal science, the articles on “Blood pressure,» 
and “Diseases of the Arteries” by Dr. Hers 
man QO. Mosenthal make no mention whatever 
of physiotherapy in the treatment of hyper 
tension ot atterial disease. The articles in- 
clude, however, a most excellent bibliography 
on the subject of hypertension to which the 
reader is referred.

THE SUCCESSFUL TREATMENT OF 
ARTERIAL HYPERTENSION 


(IVritten especially for “The Medical Herald and 
Physiotherapist” ) 


By FREDERICK FINCH STRONG, M. D. 
GENERAL CONSIDERATIONS 


RTERIAL hypertension which was for- 
merly considered a natural compen- 
satory adjustment of the organism in 

the presence of certain cardiac and renal dis- 
ease, is now regarded as almost invariably 
pathological. In many years’ experience in 
the treatment of this condition the writer has 
seen but two cases in which the hypertension 
could properly be called compensatory. These 


‘were both cases of heart-block and will be 


described later in this article. 


KN D  PHYSTEOTHERAPIST 


Authorities do not agree as to the cause of 
hypertension, some believing it to be here- 
ditary, while most physicians agree that in- 
fected foci, and more especially, the toxaemia 
resulting from intestinal putreiaction are con- 
tributory causes in a large percentage ot 
cases. ‘That the condition leads to grave 
pathological changes in the heart, kidneys and 
blood, .vesséls 1s) am estabiehed: tact? * he 
term ‘essential hypertension” is generally 
used to define the condition before it has pro- 
duced its secondary pathological effects, al- 
though the term “Hyperpiesis,” introduced by 
Sir Clifford Allbutt and adopted by Dr. Bur- 
ton Grover in his admirable-“PBprome.on 
Blood Pressure,” is perhaps the better term. 
Alcohol, coffee, tobacco, and excessive meat 
eating are not at present regarded as causa- 


tive factors in hypertension, but they un-. 


doubtedly aggravate the condition and should 
be largely eliminated if it is to be successfully 
treated. | 

It is estimated that there are in America 
several million cases of hypertension and that 
the condition is responsible for the majority 
of deaths from apoplexy, organic heart dis- 
ease and nephritis. The importance of any 
treatment which will relieve or even palliate 
hypertension is, therefore, evident, yet it is a 
fact that the majority of physicians know of 
practically no means of combatting it. Fast- 
ing and absolute rest reduces it to what has 
been called “Basal hypertension,’ but there 
is almost invariably a return of the high pres- 
sure when the normal activities of hfe are re- 
sumed. 


If allowed to continue, about 50 per cent of 
hypertension cases die from organic heart dis- 
ease; 35 per cent from apoplexy; 10 per cent 
from uraemia, and 5 per cent from other causes. 


Medicinal treatment offers little help in 
hypertension. All kinds of diets have been 
advocated but none of them have proved to 
be of any specific value. It may be said, how- 
ever, that a restricted diet, with a minimum 
of starch and animal protein, and the partial 
elimination of salt, is a routine that should be 
prescribed in all cases. 


Excitement, worry, overwork, lack of emo- 
tional control, and intense mental concentration 
are contributory factors, the control of which 
must obviously be left to the patient himself, 
the physician acting only in an advisory capa- 
city. Moderate exercise is probably good, 
but all excesses should be avoided. 


Autocondensation has long been recognized 
by physiotherapists as the best therapeutic meas- 
ure known up to the present time for the treat- 


ment of hypertension. The technique of its 
use is given in detail in the works of Dr. Burton

THE NEW: SCIENCE OF HEALING

The ‘‘orthodox‘’‘ or regular physician 
scoffs at Christian Science and Mental 
Healing, while the various ‘‘drugless 
schools’’ deny and bitterly oppose the prin- 
ciples and practices of the ‘‘Allopaths’’; 
the latter, even today ridicule the Homeo- 
pathists, who have risen to a respectable 
legal standing despite nearly a century of 
persecution from their brethren of the 
‘Old School.’’ 

Even in the study of pathology we have 


‘many conflicting opinions; although this 


is naturally more of a laboratory subject 
so far as the study of the results of disease 
are concerned. But when we come to 
causation the conflict still rages; but every 
one is quite sure that his particular pet 
theory is the only correct one. 

In such a chaos of conflicting opinions 
the truth-seeker has a rather difficult task; 
yet it is obvious that before Healing can 
really become a science much of the present 
controversial matter must be done away 
with. To do this and to discriminate he- 
tween the true and the false requires not 


only a tolerant, unbiassed and receptive 
mind, but also an actual detailed and per- 


sonal knowledge of the many conflicting 
systems of healing that are exploited at 
the present day. : 

If we study the lives of the Great World 
Teachers we find that they all taught and 
practiced Healing,—healing of the body 
through Their Knowledge of the finer forces 
of Nature and the Law of Health,—heal- 
ing of the Soul through the Divine Wisdom 
which They taught. 

‘“Preach the Gospel, and Heal the Sick!’’ 
the Christ instructed his disciples. These 
two cannot be separated: the true Healer 
must be a spiritual teacher, and vice-versa. 
The failure of Medicine to become a true 
Science of Healing,—and of the Christian 
Church to more fully regenerate the world 
may be attributed largely to the-fact that 
the physicians have worked. exclusively 
from the ‘‘Form-side,’’ from a basis of. 
materialism,—while the churchmen have. 
concerned themselves only with the ‘‘cure 
of Souls.’’ The time has come to synthe- 
size these two professions. 

The writer believes that the occult teach- 
ings regarding: the nature of man and _his 
bodies offers the best working. hypothesis 
upon which to proceed in the study of the 
science and art of healing. This Ancient 
Wisdom of the East 1s appearing under 
many names in the modern. Ethical Move- 
ments, and has already done much to syn- 
thesize, harmonize and reconcile the differ- 
ences between conflicting religions, philos- 
ophies and creedal systems: it has done 
much to amplify and enlarge the scope of 
science, and is destined to have a. similar, 
svnthesizing and unifying effect when ap- 
pled to the study of the various phases of :

White’s discoveries have inaugurated a new 
era in the science of diagnosis. Only those 
scoff at his methods who have never per- 
sonally tested them or mastered his tech- 
nique. | 

One who wishes to heal intelligently will 
not neglect, of course, the purely physical 
methods of determining disease, such as the 
~X Ray, chemical and microscopic examina- 
tions, ete.

1. MecHanican Mreruops, as Surgery, 
Massage, Osteopathy, Chiropractic: 
These methods have an important 
place in modern therapeutics; as a 
rule they, are palliative rather than 
curative. 

. ‘‘NATURE-CURE’’ MrtTHops, as Sun- 
baths, hydrotherapy, Dietetics. 
When we learn to live in harmony 
with the laws of the physical plane 
many of the diseases of the present 
day will disappear. These methods 
tend to promote the absorption and 
specialization of the ‘‘ Vital Force’’ 
and are of great importance hygien- 
ically as well as therapeutically. 

. Mepican TREATMENT, including,— 

a. Allopathy, which uses drugs 
empirically for their chemical 
and physiological action. 

For treating disease in physical 
bodies of the coarser type the use 
of crude drugs is, no doubt, often 
legitimate; as emergency remedies 
we recognize their value. But it is 
a fact that even in the Schools which 
use them the tendency is toward 
smaller doses, subtler remedies and 
the gradual elimination of the old 
‘*Blue-pill and Shotgun’’ methods. 

b. Homeopathy, which uses atten- 
uated drugs according to the 
‘‘Law of Similars,’’ (acting 
largely through the subtle 
Etheric Body, the vehicle of 
vitality ). 

As bodies grow finer,—as the Egos 
which use them evolve,—they re- 
spond to more delicate stimuli. For 
the Occultist, who recognizes the 
existence of the etheric states of 
physical matter, the possibility of 
homeopathic drug action is plaus- 
ible enough.

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Finch Strong, M.D., inventor of the 

first gas-ionized mercury vacuum 
tube, is now working in cold light, I went 
over to Hollywood to see this “father of 
physiotherapy.” 

Fifty-six years old, with a forehead that 
rises to the back of his head, he told me 
about his first successful mercury vapor 
lamp. In Side-necked glass tube, he 
sealed two electrodes, put a pellet of mer~ 
cury inside, cemented a quartz lens from 
an. old pair of spectacles over the opening, 
sucked out the air, then passed a current 
of electricity between the electrodes and 
found he had created an ultra-violet flash- 
light. The current vaporized the mercury 
and gave off ultra-violet light, which could 
not go through the walls of the tube but 
Steamed through the quartz lens. 

_experiment was made thirty-three years 
ago, in a laboratory of Tufts Medical Col- 
lege, Dr. Strong then being a member of 
the faculty. 


All substances affect light differently, he 
explained. In glass, mica, celluloid and 
gelatin, for example, the mesh of atoms 
and molecules is such that light of long 
wave-lengths, including visible light, goes 
through, whereas light of short wave- 
lengths gets tangled up and lost. In 
quartz, fluorite and selenite the mesh is 
different and all kinds of waves shine 
through. 

Dr. Strong does not claim to be the in- 
lamps, The ..Peter 
Cooper Hewitt lamp was pztented in 1890. 
But he believes he was the first to use 
ionized gas in a mercury vacuum lamp, 
Georges Claude being the first to use 
ionized gas for illumination purposes.

Light from ordinary mercury vapor 
Jamps is not cold light. 
is the kind radiated by glowworms. There 
are said to be thirty-six orders of lowly 
animals, none being higher than fishes, 
that emit cold light. One can read by the 
light fireflies emit. In places fireflies 
light up the night, and in coves around 
Catalina Island infusorians light up mid- 
night waters. Dr. Strong has not learned 
the glowworm’s secret, but has found a 
way to produce a half-dozen varieties of 
cold ultra-violet radiation. 


Trying to make his method plain: “All 
light,” he said, “comes cold to the earth. 
Upon striking anything, however, the 
infra-red rays add their energy to 
that of the molecules causing them 
to vibrate more rapidly, and molecu- 
lar vibration means heat. If we start 
with one vibration a second, then double 
it up to the forty-ninth octave, we begin 
to see light. That is the usual method of 
producing light—to produce heat first. 

_In an ordinary lamp using a quartz mer- 

cury arc the temperature at the arc is 
above 1000 degrees, whereas my cold- 
‘quartz gas-ionized arc is only 120 degrees 
blo 
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Cold luminosity 
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take a quartz tube, coiled in any shape de=- 
sired, and exhaust the air. Then JI put 
certain rare gases in the vacuum—just as 
Georges Claude does to produce illumina- 
ting. effects—but, in order to produce 
ultra-violet light, we add.a small quan- 
tity of metallic mercury. The gases be- 
long to what is known as the ‘Nobles 
series,’ called chemical snobs because they 
do not normally combine-. ” ‘h other gases 
—in the way, for exam, that oxygen 
and hydrogen unite to .:n water. These 
gases include helium, neon, argon, kryp- 
ton, xenon and niton. I use mostly a mix- 
ture of argon and krypton, both of which 
are in the air we breathe. Now, if a cur- 
rent is sent through tube containing 
such a mixture together with a small 
quantity of mercury, a curious phenome- 
non occurs: the electrified atoms of the 
gases begin kicking ions out of the mer- 
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~cury, thereby vaporizing it. Then, as soon 


as enough mercury vapor or gas has been 
produced to carry the current, it becomes 
luminous and radiates cold ultra-violet 
light. The reason vaporized mercury 
takes the current out of the hands of the 
argon-krypton mixture is because it is a 
better conductor. As soon as it begins to 
carry the current, the argon and krypton 
let go, anc out of the electrified mercury: 
light of short wave-lengths, called ultra 
violet, shines. Since the tubes are made 
of quartz, instead of glass, the light shines 
through.” 

Looking through a small made-in-Ger- 
many spectroscope when the current is 
sent through an argon-filled vacuum tube, 
the argon spectrum, with its peculiar 
bands, remains visible so long as the argon 
carries the current. But the spectrum 
pales as soon as the tiny quantity of mer- 
cury begins to ionize, then presently the 
argon spectrum disappears entirely and 
the mercury spectrum, with its broad 
ultra-violet band, takes its place. 

Dr. Strong insists this light is not 
cooled by the presence of the gases. The 
eéses in the tube with the mercury do not 
absorb the heat from the mercurial] light, 
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-he says, because the light is not hot in 


the first place; it is generated cold, and 
certainly not enough heat is generated to 
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| in operation all day. Yet this light has an 
| immediate effect upon life; it kills germs 
and is being used effectively on certain 


diseases. Dr. Strong demonstrated its ef- 


fect upon paramecia, which are slipper- 
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shaped animalcules almost large enough 
to be seen by naked eyes. A culture of 
paramecia was subjected for two minutes 
to cold ultra-violet rays, and twenty min- 
utes later all the animalcules were dead. 
When the light generator was immersed 
in the culture itself, instead of being held 
over it, the paramecia died—all of them— 
in about two minutes. Under similar cir- 
cumstances bacteria die almost instantly. 


Cold light lamps are now a commercial 
commodity.

HE meeting was called to order at 8:05 P. M. 

by the president, Dr. Worster. Minutes of the 
previous meeting were read and approved.

Both. topics pre- 
sented were very interesting and conveyed a 
good idea of the work done by other large associa- 
tions. Dr. Davis said that he considered that the

Minutes of the meeting held December 18, 1929 


‘THE meeting was called to order by the presi- 
dent, Dr. Worster. The minutes of the previous 
meeting were read and approved. At our annual 
meeting last June, our fiscal year was changed 
from the year ending December 31 to the year end- 
ing June 30. Members admitted since that meeting 
have paid for the fiscal year ending June 30. Be- 
eause of this, on motion of Dr.. Wehrly, seconded 
by Dr. King, the Association voted that members 
who paid for the year ending December 31, 1929, 
should now pay $2.50 each as dues to June 30, 1930. 
The same motion carried a proviso that physicians 
admitted to membership during the first half of 
1980 should pay only $2.56 each to cover dues and 
subscription to the journal for this half year. 


Before our annual meeting last June our secre- 


tary, on behalf of the Association, entered into a | 
contract with the Western School of Physical Ther- | 
apy to the effect that, should there be a surplus of \ 
funds after paying the lecturers their actual ex- \ 


penses only, such profit should be divided in the 
proportion. of two parts to the Western School of 


Physical Therapy and one part to the Pacific 
Physiotherapy Association. This proportion of di- 
vision was made because the school occupied two- 
thirds of the week and the Association one-third. of 
the week. There was a little profit. Our share, 
which we have now received, amounted to $58.80. 


Your secretary called attention to the fact that 
the National Research Council of Washington, D. C., 
sent him a questionnaire which he filled out and 
returned. Our Association will now be listed in the 
“Handbook of Scientific and Technical Societies and 
Institutions” of the United States. 


Your secretary called attention further to an 
article in the September, 1929, issue of Ars Medici, 
the journal of the American Medical Association, 
of Vienna, Austria, printed in Vienna. The first 
article in this issue was a report of the pro- 
ceedings of the Pacific Physiotherapy Association, 
of Los Angeles, at the meeting of December, 1928, 
which devoted itself to the consideration and results 
of Armstrong’s Oxycatalyst. (This report was 
abstracted from our official journal, which is on 
file in the library of this Association.) 


The secretary desired to know whether’ the 
members wished another convention next June.

I have received 
death certificates back from the registrar 
of Illinois with the request that I change 
the wording to make it conform to the in- 
ternational list of causes of death in order 
that Illinois may not be in conflict with its 
rights and privileges as a member of the 
national registrar area. Its figures are ac- 
cepted as statistics by the Federal Bureau 
of Statistics. If it is not reported as in- 
structed, then Illinois loses its standing on 
the Federal registration area. ... The 
primary cause of death would be pneumonia 
and the secondary would be complication of 
labor, or childbirth, and I would expect it 
to be tabulated that way.” 
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Q. Why are people calling for cheap 
clinics ? Ps 

A. Well—probably they think the clinic 
will give them more thorough examination. 
It remains then for the general practitioner 
to be more thorough and conscientious in 
his examinations. It would seem to be a 
personal correction. Probably, retroactive, 
we should put out some sane and truthful 
propaganda. We are living in an age of 
the onrush of science; and the art of medi- 
cine, it seems, is quite outrun for the time 
with the impetus. The pendulum is swing- 
ing. The clinic will not be so universal and 
supplanting. You cannot practise medicine 
with pathology and physiology alone. There 
are required psychology, sociology, econom- 
ics, and humanism, as long as patients are 
more than robots in need of repair. ‘When 
all doctors are regularly practising medicine 
upon such a basis as this, we shall see fewer 
failures in treatment and a greater degree 
of confidence and happiness in the exercise 
of the healing art, founded upon and sup-

The first experimenter with lightning is prob- 
ably the best known. When Benjamin Franklin 
flew his kite into a storm-infested sky to prove 
that lightning is electrical in nature, he certain- 
ly did not realize the personal risk he took. 
Since Franklin, experimenters have learned 
enough so that today we are far safer from, 
though still unable to control, this highly 
destructive force of nature. 

Let us review what men have learned and 
*queteed about the source and behavior of the 
lightning stroke. -The thunder-storm is the 
“mother of the stroke. There is no agreement 
at present as to the exact method by. which 
it is brought about, but it is definitely known 


that thunder clouds bear electrical charges. In. 
tact, the lower portion of the cloud is almost... *, 


always negatively charged and the upper por-- 


tion is charged positively. It is further known 
that the mechanics of the formation of the 
cloud are also the mechanics by which the 
Separation of the electrical charges is. brought 
about. 

Let us stand at a safe distance and watch 
the events leading up to a stroke of lightning. 
Let us choose a spot where there is a wide level 
field with but one lone tree standing in its 
center. A storm is brewing, the clouds have 
been growing darker and heavier, and now we 
see one very dark cloud moving soe the 
field. It seems to hang lower over the pasture 
than any before. We can visualize the !ower

This phenomenon has become known as “St. — 
Elmo’s Fire,” and has often frightened supe 
stitious seamen who saw this mysterious fire 
springing from the tips of the yards and masts 
of their old sailing vessels. We know today that 
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Strong, who presented 
it to the Griffith Ob- 
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this is merely a slow discharge or leakage of 
the electricity that has accumulated at that 
point. Finally the strain of hundreds of millions 
of volts placed upon the air becomes too great, 
and ordinarily a non-conductor of electricity, 
the gases of the atmosphere are literally pulled 
apart by the tremendous electrical field and 
the negative charges in the cloud find a path 
through the air to the tree. Once the path is 
established hundreds of thousands of amperes 
of current pour across the gap to the tree and 
hence to the ground. 

The tree is a better conductor of electricity 
than the air, so the bolt follows the tree to 
the ground. It may be that a wire fence 
grounded somewhere along its length passes 
near the tree. If so, it is likely that the stroke 
will follow the tree down part way and jump 
to the fence and so to the ground. If a house 
containing metal objects or fixtures is nearby, 
the bolt may jump to the Kouse. Cows or 
horses or even an unfortunate person seeking 


shelter under the tree may suffer death serving 


as a path for the bolt to the ground. The moral, 
obviously, is never to seek shelter from a <torm 
under a tree. 

Thunder is the ‘’bluff’’ of the storm. The 
crash of thunder nearby is perhaps the most 
terrifying element of the storm, yet is com- 
pletely harmless. When the lightning stroke 
passes through the air the very narrow column 
of air through which it passes is heated to a 
very high temperature in a very small fraction 
of a second. It is well known that when a gas 
is heated it expands in volume. Where the air 
is heated in so short a time, it expands very 
quickly, indeed with explosive speed and vio- 
lence.. The expansion travels outward in all 
directions at a speed of a little less than eleven 
hundred feet per second and impinges upon the 
ears of an observer as a sudden burst of sound. 
The rumble of distant thunder is produced by 
repeated reflections from mountains, clouds, or 
even buildings.

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among which are the structural alterations often caused by the 
ireezing process and by the difficulty of staining the sections in 
such a manner as'to properly differentiate the details of their 
formation. In the ordinary routine of microscopic work, 
specimens must first be hardened before satisfactory sections 
can be obtained. This is accomplished by one of two processes, 
having as their basis alcohol and chromic acid respectively. 
The slowness of action of the latter class of agents renders them 
useless in pathological work, where time is an important fac- 
tor. Small specimens may be hardened in several days by 
the alcohol method; or in a little shorter time by using an 
alcoholic solution of mercuric chloride, but the violent action of 
the latter solution frequently renders the specimen worthless. 
After hardening, the tissue must be placed for a certain length 
of time in each of the following: absolute alcohol; alcohol and 
ether; 2% collodion; 6% collodion, after which it is imbedded 
in thick collodion which is rendered solid by the action of alco- 
hol or chloroform, and forms a matrix for the support of the 
specimen while it is being shaved into thin sections in a micro- 
tome. ‘The sections must then be subjected to a tedious pro- 
cess of double staining, clearing, etc., before they are finally 
ready for examination. 

By the'employment of a technical routine the details of which 
will be published later, the writer has been able to condense 
the above steps into a period of from twelve to twenty-four 
hours, the method giving sections fully equal to those obtained 
by the old routine, and insuring a prompt report. It has been 
employed on a number of specimens removed at the Massachu- 
setts Homceopathic Hospital during the surgical service of Dr. 
W. J. Winn, and has given satisfactory results in every instance. 

Some sixty pathological examinations have™been made dur- 
ing the summer, the majority of which are included in the fol-

In the uranalyses several interesting sediments were 
observed, one containing a rare form of uric acid crystal, but 
otherwise nothing of particular interest was encountered. 

Of the sputum examinations, one case in which bacilli tuber- 
culosis were detected is of interest, in that no other indications 
of the disease were present, beyond a very slight apical dullness. 
The bacilli seen were, as a rule, embedded in the protoplasm ot 
leucocytes, showing that the system was endeavoring to rid 
itself of the infection. It is in these early cases that pulmonary 
tuberculosis may be checked, and the microscope is the one 
means by which the disease may be detected at this stage. The 
asthmatic sputum contained the characteristic fibrinous “spi- 
rals,” and also showed several crystals of hematoidin (“Char- 
cot-Leyden,” or “asthma. crystals.”) 

The blood examinations were conducted according to the 
methods of Ehrlich, the details of which were described by 
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the writer in the June “Gazette.” Of unusual interest was the 
blood of which a field is shown in the illustration (fig. 12); it 
was taken ten days prior to death, from a man about fifty years 
of age who was suffering with scorbutus. As may be seen the 
large and small lymphocytes are enormously increased, a con- 
dition seen only in the blood of lymphatic leukemia. There 
are extremely few cases of this disease recorded; those which 
have been described having all occurred in Europe. The 
scorbutus was doubtless the result of the malnutrition resulting 
from the preexisting leukemic condition. The writer hopes 
to submit a more detailed account of this case at a future time. 

The blood of one of the malarial cases contained a considera- 
ble number of red corpuscles infected by the “plasmodium” 
(hematamceba malariz). .The latter was usually seen in the 
“amceboid” stage but several instances of approaching seg- 
mentation were noted (see illus. fig. 9, e, e, e, infected discs). 
A peculiar feature is present in the blood of the cases of chlo- 
rosis; in every case of this disease examined by the writer 
(about eleven) the granules of the “Eosinophile cells” assume 
an oblong, rod-like form, quite different from their normal 
(spherical) shape. This peculiarity, taken in connection with 
the increased number of blood “plaques,” and the presence of 
“microcytes,” appears to be diagnostic of this disease. 

In regard to the tumors, it will be seen that in comparison 
with the total number examined, quite an unusual variety of 
species are represented, the above list containing types of 
nearly every class of tumor with which we are familiar. 

Of the tumors of the connective tissue group, the mature 
type is represented by the simple fibroma (fig. 3), a tumor 
formed almost entirely of dense fibrillated connective tissue 
with an occasional area of small-celled infiltration; and by the 
myo-fibroma (fig. 6) in which unstriped muscle also enters into 
the formation of the growth. The two cases of the latter 
variety of tumor which were examined were both of uterine 
origin, one being of the sub-serous, the other of the sub-mu- 
cous type. The so-called “fibromas” and “fibroids” of the 
uterus are, in reality, members of this class, a true uterine 
fibroma being of somewhat rare occurrence. | 

The sarcomas, or connective tissue tumors of the embryonic 
type, were frequently met with;in addition to the more common 
small-round and spindle-celled varieties, several somewhat 
rare ones were examined: the myeloid sarcoma (fig. 8) was 
taken from the region of the tibia, from a knee-joint amputa- 
tion by Dr. G. H. Earl.* It shows under the microscope 
various gradations from a fibroma to a mixed-celled sarcoma. 


* The multi-nuclear bodies (‘‘giant cells”) have to do with the resorption of 
bone, and are not, strictly speaking, sarcoma cells. 
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The alveolar sarcoma (fig. 11) from the subcutaneous tissue of 
the neck, is interesting from the fact that it is frequently mis- 
taken for carcinoma; careful study, however, reveals the pres- 
ence of minute branches of stellate cells, separating the larger 
cells of the tumor, thereby distinguishing it from the cells of 
cancer, which are in direct contact with each other, connective 
tissue occurring only between the groups of cells, as shown in 
e777. . 

The latter is from a primary carcinoma of the mammary 
gland, and is an example of the cylindrical cell carcinoma, 
which has its origin in the cells of glandular epithelium. The 
other variety (fig. 10), or epithelioma, is formed by the prolifera- 
tion of cells from the malpighian layer of the skin, and 1s, there- 
fore, an epiblastic carcinoma. 

Several forms of adenoma were met with: the specimen 
shown in fig. 2 is of the tubular variety, and is beginning to 
show a tendency to grow into carcinoma; the proliferating 
cells, seen at either extremity of the lumen in the centre of the 
illustration give evidence of this fact. In the alveolar adenoma 
shown in fig. 5 a similar condition appears to exist, but in 
reality, the cells which seem to fill several of the spaces, form 
the lining of a hollow hemisphere into the concavity of which 
the observer is looking. 

The papilliferous cystadenoma (fig. 1) is formed of fibrous 
processes covered with glandular epithelium, which is distinct 
in point of otigin from the connective tissue upon, which it 
rests. It contrasts well with the endothelioma, or villous 
endothelial sarcoma, shown in fig. 4, in which the groups of 
epithelial-like cells are quite distinct from each other, showing 
that they must have originated from the endothelium of the 
papillary stroma. It was taken from the peritoneal cavity, 
while the former tumor is an ovarian growth. 

In reporting the above cases a colored drawing and a per- 
manent microscopical preparation were turned in with the 
description of the histological structure and the diagnosis. 

As far as can be learned, the clinical history of most of the 
cases has been in accord with the microscopic evidence.

N the March number of Tue ELEc- 
TRICAL EXPERIMENTER the author point- 
ed out that high-frequency currents, 
when properly tuned, acted as “Vital 
Boosters,” increasing all the functions 
of the body and helping it to resist and

throw off disease. This vitalizing effect is 
not due to the mere liberation of heat in 
the tissues, for it is produced by the very 
high-voltage (“Tesla”) currents as well as 
by the heavy amperage (“D’Arsonval”’) cur- 
rents trom which thé thermic effects are 
usually obtained. x 

When the writer demonstrated the first 
therapeutic Tesla Coil and the first Vacuum 
Electrode—(in 1896 before a Boston Medi- 
cal Society)—and suggested that this meth- 
od was destined to come into general use 
as a vitalizing agent; he was laughed at by 
his colleagues; yet<to-day there is scarcely 
a well equipt physician’s office in this coun- 
try or in Europe that does not contain some 
form of therapeutic high-frequency appa- 
ratus. Even the barber-shops of the pres- 
ent time have their small “Violet Ray” out- 
fits; and these are not by any means “fakes” 
for they produce real results, such as the 
relief of headache, neuralgia, skin diseases, 
etcetera. 

Unlike other forms of electricity, these 
currents may be administered to patients 
with perfect safety. In twenty years’ ex- 
perience in electro-therapeutics the author 


has never known of harmful results from . 


the use of Tesla Currents applied thru a 
vacuum electrode. The heavy amperage 
(“D’Arsonval’’) currents, owing to their 
deep thermic effects, should be used only 
under the direction of a physician. The 
writer is a firm believer in the use of 
Tesla currents in the home—if each mem- 
ber of the family could receive ten-minute 
daily treatments from a small high-fre- 
quency apparatus, the general standard of 
health would be greatly increased. This 
hasbeen demonstrated in hundreds of cases. 


The author has interviewed a number 
of the more prominent authorities on med- 
ical electricity and they agree as to the 
vitalizing effects resulting from ‘daily high 
frequency treatment. 

Anyone who possesses a %4 or 1% KW. 
wireless transformer, operating on 110 volt, 
60 cycle A.C., can easily construct an effi- 
cient high-frequency outfit for medical or 
lecture use. The complete equipment in- 
cludes a. .01 microfarad glass plate con- 
denser, Tesla coil, inductance, spark gap 
and electrodes. 

The Tesla coil is made as follows: (Fig. 
3) On a paper mailing tube 234” diam. and 
14” long wind 480 turns of No. 34 D.C.C. 
copper magnet wire. Set up the tube in 
the lathe, apply a coat of Orange shellac, 
spin on the wire, apply a second coat of 
shellac and allow to dry thoroly. The 
winding occupies twelve inches, leaving a 
margin of one inch on each end of the tube. 
Leads of light auto (ignition) cable are 
soldered to the ends of the winding. A 
strip of waxed, corrugated paper M.,./o" 
wide is wrapt around the center of the sec- 
ondary tube and on this is wound the pri- 
mary, consisting of four turns of heavy 
high tension auto cable, and thoroly se- 
cured by tape; at least a foot of cable 
should project from each end of the wind- 
ing to form the primary leads. Place the 
coil in a wax tight box made without nails 
and embed it in a mixture of four parts 
rosin and one part beeswax. It is safer to 
boil the coil for an hour in the insulating 
mixture before placing it in the box. Coils 
made in this way by the writer are still 
giving good service after fifteen years of 
use. 

The greatest source of trouble in a medj- 
cal high-frequency outfit is the spark gap; 
the one described below is the outcome 
of many years experiment. If ‘properly

deterioration. The spark takes place be- 
tween two pieces of brass rod 1%” diam. 
and 334” long, turned and tapt as shown.

your lathe has an automatic cross-feed you 
may set it to twenty turns to the inch, 
and turn a spiral groove instead of the 
annular rings. After finishing, the brass 
pieces are heavily silver plated and mounted 
in the usual manner as shown. (Fig. 4.) 
For currents over 4 K.W., a plate of silver 
should be soldered to the brass before turn- 
ing the grooves. This gap will also give 
greater efficiency in wireless work as com- 
pared with the usual stationary gap. 

The connections for the various parts of 
the apparatus are shown in Fig, An 
important feature is the use of an external 
inductance or tuning coil “d” in series with 
the Tesla coil. It consists. of 32 turns of - 
No. 8 bare copper wire, wound on a frame 
8” diam., with 4%” between turns. Edge- 
wise wound flat copper strip is better but 
more expensive. (d “Fig,+8.) .. This: coil 
when used in series with the Tesla primary 
enables us to tune the oscillating system 
in perfect resonance when the Capacity of 
the patient’s body is added to the Tesla 
terminal. Effects are produced which are 
impossible with any other method. The 
beautiful High-frequency Effluve or brush- 
discharge, so valuable in treating pulmonary 
diseases, and which so few modern high- 
frequency machines can produce, is obtain- 
able by the use of this series inductance. 
It may also be used, by short-circuiting the 
Tesla primary, as an auto-transformer from 
which may be derived heavy “D’Arsonval” 
and “Diathermic” currents as described in 
the next article of this series. 

For stage demonstration and public lec- 
ture work the writer employs a large high- 
frequency resonator which produces a tree-

_ Some years ago the great Swedish scien- 
tist, Arrhenius, was reported to have sub- 
jected one-half of a class of school children 
to the action of high-frequency currents, 
one hour daily for several months, at the 
end of which time there was marked jn- 
crease in the average growth, weight, gen- 
eral health and mental] ability in the elec- 
trified pupils as compared with those not 
so treated. At the present time high-fre- 
quency currents are actually being used in 
truck-gardens to promote the growth and 
increase the size of vegetables for table 
use. 

The high-frequency currents, in short, 
act as vitality boosters—no other form of 
electricity will do this. Galvanism, Fara- 
dism, Static electricity are all valuable 
agents in the, hands of the Electro-thera_ 
peutic specialist, but they have little di- 
rect action in promoting cell vitality and 
growth, as do the high-frequency currents 
when properly applied. 

Authorities explain the action of high- 
frequency currents in various ways, the fa- 
vorite theory being that the healing effect 
is due solely to the liberation of heat in the 
tissues. It is perfectly true that in many 
diseases the heat liberated in the body by 
the passage of from 400 to 2,500 milliam- 
peres at a frequency of about one million 
cycles is an important agent in promoting 
an artificial inflammatory reaction and in- 
creasing circulation. The heat is, however, 
only one of the secondary forces generated 
by the current; there are many other fac- 
tors in the vitalizing effect. The thermic 
theory will, for example, not explain the 
increased growth of plants produced by 
the action of high-frequency currents of 
very high voltage and low amperage. In 
medical practise often the most marked 
results are obtained by the use of Tesla 
currents of low intensity, but of exceed- 
ingly high potentiality. The author. can 
account for these effects only on the the- 
ory that these currents; when of proper 
frequency, are synchronous with the nor- 
mal rate of sympathetic nerve vibration, 
and in this way increase the flow of the 
mysterious Pranic force thru which func- 
tion and tissue growth are maintained. 

High-frequency currents are now exten- 
sively used by the medical profession to 
increase cell growth, metabolism and func 
tional activity. They tend to normalize 
the blood pressure and are the only agents 
that are of real curative value in certain 
stages of Arterio-sclerosis (hardening of 
the arteries). They greatly augment the 
defensive powers of the organism, enabling 
- it to resist and overcome disease-producing 
agencies. The prejudice against high-fre- 
quency currents on the part of many phy- 
sicians may be attributed to the fact.that 
they do not employ proper technique or 
that they use an apparatus which does not 
admit of proper variation of frequency, 
amperage and voltage, in order to suit the 
requirements of the individual case.

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THE TREATMENT OF DISEASE *~ 
WITH HIGH-FREQUENCY 
CURRENTS 


By Frederick Finch Strong, M. D. [F ormerly Lecturer on 
Electro-therapeutics at Tufts Medical School, Boston, Mass. ] 


This little brochure has been prepared with the object of an- 
Swering the many queries received from time to time, as to the 
theory and rationale of the system for treating diseuse by tuned 
High-frequency currents, which I originated some sixteen years 
ago, and toward the perfection of which I am stil] working. 

Altho entirely unknown at the time when first introduced in 
my Boston practice, High-frequency treatments are now given in 
all the larger cities of this coun:ry and Europe, and are familiar 
to both physicians and laity. 

_ Manufacturers have not been slow to recognize the possibili- 
ties of High-frequency apparatus for physician’s use, and many 
varieties of machines are now on the market, Some of these are 
therapeutically quite efficient but the majority of them are little 
more than expensive toys. Most of them are based upon the prin- 
ciples involved in my early machines, the data for which appeared 
in the New York Medica] Record. Others are of the European, 
(“D’Arsonval”), type, and produce their results in an entirely dif- 
ferent manner. My own method—generally known as “the Amer- 
ican High-frequency system,”—employs ‘the principle discovered 
by Tesla in 1890 for the production of rapid electrica] oscillations. 
‘Both systems are fully described in my books, (“Modern Electro- 
therapeutics,” 1907 ; and “High-frequency Currents,” 1908; pub- 
lished by Rebman Co., N. Y. and London), to which I would refer 
those who desire detailed information. I am writing at present 
pedi scar who desire a concise, non-technical elucidation of the sub- 
ject. 

The questions most frequently asked are—“What are these 
High-frequency currents that you talk about?”’; “How do they 
cure disease?” ; “In what class of maladies are they of use?” I wil] 
endeavor to answer these questions briefly and in order. 

The High-frequency currents ag I employ them are technica]- 
ly known as “Tesla currents,” or “Alternating currents of high 
frequency and very high potential”. Practically they consist of 
very rapid, electrically-generated . vibrations ; Which move easily 
thro almost all forms of matter, including the tissues of the human 
body, and even electrical non-conductors, such as glass,etc. As I 
produce them these vibrations are impelled by a potential of about 


a 


three hundred thousand volts; a true current at this voltage, if of 
low frequency, would be fatal if passed thro the body, but, at the 
high-frequency mentioned above it produces a pleasing sense of 
warmth and well-being. My machines are operated by the ordinary 
60 cycle 110 volt alternating electric light current; this passes thro 
a “step-up” transformer which raises it to 20,000 volts; the latter 
current charges the condenser formed of many alternate sheets of 


glass and tin-foil; this in turn discharges across a small air gap be- . 


tween silver dises, which has the effect of increasing the frequency 
to about half a million per second; this passes through the “Tesla 
transformer,” and is again raised to about three hundred thousand 
volts in which form it is employed in treating the patient. The 
discharge from the terminals may be likened to that from two rap- 
id-fire guns; passing into the body these rapid impulses bombard 
the nerves, cellssand even the molecules, causing them to vibrate 
in unison with the high-frequency and producing a general cell 
massage. 

Any high-frequency machine will produce this effect and in- 
crease vitality to some degree; my machines, however, are con- 
structed to give a vibration of definite frequency, so as to artificial- 
ly produce, or, at least, reinforce the peculiar form of energy, (oft- 
en vaguely called “vital force’), which constantly flows to all parts 
of the healthy body thro the sympathetic nerves radiating from 
the solar plexus. ‘Tissue growth and organic function are depend- 
ent upon the maintenance of this flux. 

The sympathetic nervous system is a marvelous network of 
nerves, and their center—the ‘solar plexus’”—is the great vital 
dynamo of the body. A blow on the solar plexus interrupts the 
vital currents, and heart, lungs, and even consciousness cease to 
function until the “dynamo” resumes its work; its current main- 
tains, also, the thousands of little vein-pumps which return the 
blood to the heart from the remote capillaries of the body; this 
mechanism is called the ‘“Vaso-motor system” and nine-tenths of 
all chronic diseases owe their origin to impairment of its function. 
When the vital “dynamo” is working at less than its normal rate 
the vein-pumps do not act perfectly and the patient suffers from 
so-called “Nervous exhaustion,” “‘Neurasthenia,” or “Chronic an- 
aemia,” the symptoms being—cold and numbness of the extremi- 
ties, short breath, frequent headaches, weakness, dyspepsia, and 
pallor. 

The impaired digestion and assimilation in these cases causes 
a so-called “‘vicious circle’”’ to be formed, as the only way the nerves 
can be restored is thro digested food and the latter cannot be ab- 
sorbed without the action of the sympathetic centers. These pa- 
tients, therefore, usually become more and more debilitated, and 
secondary diseases result, such as rheumatism, Bright’s dis- 


ease, (the interstitial form), hardened arteries, (arterio-sclerosis), 
and chronic general catarrh, pulmonary, nasal and gastro-intestin- 


al).

introduced into the practice of medicine. As to its general applica- 
bility I may merely add that after using for years the most effici- 
ent apparatus for producing and applying Static, Galvanic, Farad- 


ic, Sinusoidal and other forms of electricity, 
I finally eliminated everything except the 
High-frequency currents, experience in the treatment of hundreds 
of cases having convinced me that practically all that electricity in 
other forms could accomplish, could be duplicated by the High-fre- 
quency, while many other most valuable effects could be produced 
solely by the latter agency. Since that time, I have confined my 
practice almost entirely to the use of tuned High-frequency cur- 
rents. So far as I know, I am the only “High-Frequency special- 
ist” in this country; there are a number abroad, but they do not 
employ the tuned system. 

Many of my colleagues call me a “man of one idea’”’; I may re- 
ply that I would rather tie up to one really Big Idea and work it 
to its limit, than to scatter my energies in the attempt to keep 
track of the hundreds of therapeutic fads which are extolled in the 
Medical Journals cf one month and condemned in the next. 

The High-frequency currents produce many wonderful physi- 
cal phenomena which appear contrary to accepted laws; for exam- 
ple, a patient connected to one terminal of the apparatus becomes 
a radiating centre: vacuum tubes are illuminated brilliantly if 
brought within six feet of the patient’s body and incandescent 
lamps may be lit if brought into contact with the patient. Sparks 
capable of igniting wood and cotton may be drawn from the pa- 
tient even when a plate of glass is interposed, and many more 
wonderful and spectacular effects may be produced. 

It is difficult to overestimate the curative possibilities of these 
currents when the system becomes fully perfected. Even in its 
present crude state I believe it to be the most generally efficient sin- 
gle agent for the prevention and cure of disease that has ever been 
given to the medical profession. 

The Home Treatment of Tuberculosis. 

This is one of the special fields in which the high-frequency 
currents have already given promise of great things. 

In 1906, I originated a treatment for consumption in which 
the patient is submitted to the simultaneous action of tuned High- 
frequency currents, Nebulized essential oils (electrified and ozoniz- 
ed), diffused X rays,.and bipolar diathermic treatment with vacu- 
um electrodes... All of these agents had previously been used sepa- 
rately by physicians of prominence, and for each method many 
cures had been reported. Dr. F. D. Gibson, of Colorado Spring's, 
has successfully treated hundreds of cases of consumption with 
the X rays. Dr. Chisholm Williams and Dr. Thielle, of Paris, have 
each reported a large number of cases treated with high-frequency 
currents, both exhibiting a high percentage of cures. Ozonized 
Nebulae are now used by almostsevery eminent Lung specialist, and 
are regarded as a valuable addition to their armamentarium. 

The combination—or more correctly—the simultaneous exhi- 
bition of all the above agents gives us what is perhaps the most 
efficient means yet devised for the treatment and cure of pulmona- 
ry tuberculosis, I have quite recently perfected an apparatus for

The machines for home use operate from 
the ordinary alternating electric light current and may be attached 
to any lamp socket. While cases should always be treated under 
medical supervision, it is not necessary for the physician to be 
present in person when the treatments are given.

HE phenomena of high-frequency 
eurrents offer us a fascinating field 
from which to select experiments for 
public lecture demonstration.

quency phenomena to demonstrate the ex- 
istence of force and matter beyond the 
range of human perception.

Those who wish 
a lighter, more compact apparatus may use 
the small resonator shown in Fig. 1. 


It is quite small, yet it sends out stream- 
ers two feet in length, and may be operated 
by a 34 K.W. “wireless” (step-up) trans- 
former.

High-frequency currents are employed by 
physicians in four principal ways, each 
adapted to the treatment of 
certain types of diseased con- 
ditions, -Twese-- are:

1. The method most fre- 

quently employed applies the 
Tesla,.current. thru glass 
(vacuum) electrodes for the 
relief of local pain or inflam- 
mation. The little muscular 
pumps around the veins—the 
“vaso-motor system,’ which 
keep the blood, circulating by 
withdrawing it from the capil- 
laries and sending it back to 
the heart—act more vigorously 
in tissues over which the 
vacuum electrode is applied. 
In this manner waste products 
which cause rheumatism and 
gout are dissolved and washed 
away and fresh blood and white 
corpuscles are brought to in- 
fected parts, thus aiding nature 
in destroying disease-producing 
germs and their poisonous 
products. 

In most of the smaller high- 
frequency machines for phy- 
sicians’ use, but one Tesla 
terminal is provided; a coil of 
the resonator type being con- 
nected to the glass electrode 
by a flexible wire.

For the past few years the writer has 
been in the habit of connecting the Tesla 
coil with an Auto-condensation pad (as 
used in the “D’Arsonval” and “Diathetme 
methods). This is formed of two plates 
of Bakelite, %-inch thick, hinged to fit the 
seat and back of an ordinary chair. To 
the back of each plate is cemented a sheet 
of tin or copper foil, covered with leather- 
ette. Suitable flexible conductors connect 
these metal plates with each other and 
with the Tesla terminal. This folding pad 
may be used in both “Tesla” and “D’Arson- 
val” treatment, and is quite as efficient for 
ordinary use as the cumbrous and expen- 
sive condenser chair or couch. 


2: For the “Tesla Effleuve’ treatment a 
brass bell electrode is used. This can be 
made from a common brass oil can, the 
flat bottom being removed and the result- 
ing hollow hemisphere being mounted on 
an insulating handle; the discharge occur- 
ring from the sharp edge of the brass.

ether or cocain. The effects obtained from 


the “effleuve” as now used are stimulating 
and vitalizing to a marked degree. The 
nerve endings of the skin may be regarded 
as sensitive antennae of a complicated ra- 
dio-system, and any intense sustained vibra- 
tion to which the apparatus is attuned will 
be transmitted by them to the receiving 
The effect therefore, is not merely 
superficial but systemic as well.
